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END OF A GREAT STRUGGLE 


CHARLES J. FULGER NOMINATED 


FOR GOVERNOR. 

THE ADMINISTRATION AND GOULD INFLU- 
ENCE TOO STRONG FOR THE CORNELL 
MEN—THE PRELIMINARY CONTEST LOST 
~-FOLGER NOMINATED ON THE SECOND 
BALLOT. 


The Hon, Charles J. Folger, Secretary of 
the Treasury, was nominated yesterday 
by the Republican State Convention as 
the candidate of the party for Governor 
of the State of New-York. The friends 
of Gov. Cornell made a sturdy fight, but the 
influence of the Administration and of 
Jay Gould made itself felt. This in- 
fluence was at work during Tuesday 
night, and, in the first contest, that over 
the temporary organization, secured a triumph 
for the Administration men. Charles J. 
Folger, Alonzo 8. Cornell, James W. Wads- 
worth, John H. Starin, and John C. 
Robinson were placed in nomination. The 
first ballot gave Mr. Folger 228 votes, Gov. 
Cornell 180, Mr. Wadsworth 69, Mr. Starin 19, 
and Gen. Robinson 6. On the second ballot the 
break was made amid great confusion, and Mr. 
Folger received 257 votes, 8 more than was 
necessavy to a nomination. Gov. Cornell 
was given 222, and Mr. Wadsworth 18. 
Gov. Cornell’s friends asked that the 
nomination be made unanimous. The selec- 
tion of the remainder of the ticket and the 
framing of the platform were left to be done 
to-day.

THE FIRST CONTEST. 
THE STRUGGLE FOR THE TEMPORARY OR- 
GANIZATION WON BY THE ADMINISTRATION. 

SaRaToGa, Sept. 20.—When a_ political 
contest in a convention is to be settled, every 
politician knows that it is a matter of great 
importance to have the State Committee with 
you. In this contest for the Governorship the 
Corneil men, up to midnight yesterday, were 
confident that the men whom they had looked 
upon as friends would remain friendly to the 
end. There was no thought of their selling 
out to the Administration, or that they would 
yield to the other infiuences which have been 
exerted on the Folger side. Just after mid- 
night it was ascertained that Gen. Ketcham 
had induced several of the Dutchess delegates, 
who had been counted for Cornell, to agree to 
vote with the Folger and Wood men and a few 
so-cailed Wadsworth men to electa temporary 

Yhairman. Mr. Hiscock had refused to go 
into the fight. After much bunting about, the 
wisdom of Mr. Piatt dictated the selection of 
ex-Senator Edward M. Madden. The candi- 
date was not consulted, as he was so badly 
tired out and overcome with his spirited talk 
for Gen. Wadsworth, the father of the Con- 
gressman, that he could not give his attention 
to the subject. 

Eariy in the morning, when most of the del- 
egates had gone to bed, Gen. Ketcham went 
traveling about with Judge Carpenter, visit- 
ing the roomsof the Conkling forces, and 
some of the Corneil men began to look 
serious and to whisper “treachery,” une 
der their breath. One of their chances 
of winning the fight against the com- 
bined Arthur-Conkling-Gould forces was 
in securing the temporary organization. 
They had been confident that they would se- 
cure it up to the time when it became known 
that Carpenter was so busy with the opposi- 
tion. When the delegates began to appear in 
the corridors, about 8 o’clock, the Folger men 
had changed their tune. Wherethey had been 
loudly boastful, they were now quietly confi- 
dent: not desirous of betting, but evidently 
satisfied with something that had happened 
over night. They were busy, going about in 
great haste to instruct their men. The pro- 
zyramme had evidently been made out. That 
it would succeed, so far as the capture of the 
organization was concerned, was soon discoy- 
ered. 

The State Committee met at 9 o’clock in its 
rooms in Congress Hall. Of the 33 members 
82 were present, in person or by proxy. When 
the roll was called the Hon. J. J. O’Brien re- 
sponded for DeWitt C. Wheeler. In place of 
Thomas C. Platt there appeared Gen. John N. 
Knapp. Tothbe utter astonishment and dis- 
gust of the Cornell men and the anti-Conkling 
men who were named by the convention of 
last Fall, Judge William H. Robertson named 
as his proxy Commissioner Stephen B. French, 
sending his proxy by telegraph. Mr. Ira M. 
Hedges, of Rockland, appeared for Frederick 
Tompkins; Richard Crowley for Theodore C. 
Yeale, W. J. Montanye for Abram J. Smith, 
and E. A. Frost for Cornelius R. Parsons. As 
soon as the meeting had been called to order 
by Chairman Carpenter, Gen. Knapp proposed 
that the State Committee should present to 
the convention for the place of temporary 
Chairman of the convention the name of ex 
Senator Edward M. Madden. Mr. Benjamin 
D. Hicks, of the First Congressional District, 
moved to substitute the name of Senator Ed- 
mund L. Pitts. Secretary Vrooman called 
the roll, The vote was as follows:

It was perfectly plain that the Cornell men 
were bought out, or bribed out, and that they 
had lost the majority upon which they had re- 
lied. Judge Robertson’s vote had been count- 
ed upon, and the men who were his friends a 
year ago were wondering why he had not ap- 
peared to help them. Abram P. Smith was 
pne of the Corneil men, yet his proxy, who 
had been regarded as of the same way of 
thinking, voted with the Administration men. 
While it was generally feared that the fifteen- 
hundred-dollar Consulship given to James 
Low, of Niagara, had converted him from 
pne of the loudest half-breeds to the 
most subservient Conkiing tool, it was 
hoped that he would vote as_ he 
had once professed to believe. Mr. Joseph 
Mason, who was absent, would have bolted, if 
be had been present, with the Corkling forces. 

r. Ira M. Hedges, who appeared for Mr. 
ompkins, voted with the Conkling men for 
Madden, although a member of the Cornell 
telegation from Rockland. This result dashed 
the hopes of the Cornell men a great deal. In- 
Ruences which it was out of the power of the 
Dornell men to control had plainly been at 
work. The distrust of Judge Robertson, which 
had found some expression, here broke out in 
loud denunciations of him, and he was loaded 
with contemptuous epithets by many who last 
year regarded him as the front of the half- 
breed column. 

The Secretaries of the committee were be 
sieged, immediately after the brief but im- 
portant meeting of the body, for tickets for 
delegates, alternates, and visitors. These had 
been all prepared and were quickly dis- 
tributed. While the delegates were beginning 
their march toward the Town Hall, the 
Albany Grant Club, bearing a banner in- 
scribed: ‘Our Candidate the Choice of the 
Convention,”? marched down the main street 

behind a brass band, and took up its quarters 
at the American House. The convention had 
been called for 11 o'clock, an hour earlier 
than that usually selected. At 10:30 the 
goors of the Town Hall were besieged by a 
crowd, and when the were opened 
there was the usual helter-skelter crush 
and rush. When the eager delegates and 
spectators got into the hall, they 
found it destitute of ornament. excepting 


only four large United States flags hanging in 
front of the scene at the back of the stage. 
With excellent care the State Committee Sec- 
retaries had assigned places to the delegates in 
alphabetical order, beginning with Albany at 
the front and left, and running across to the 
right, the different counties falling into 
their order, until Yates brought up the 
rear. Nearly half of the stage and both 
sides, of af{long table running clear 
across the floor in front of the stage, were oc- 
cupied by correspondents and reporters, who 
had turned out in extraordinary numbers. As 
at other conventions, there were many alleged 
reporters who wele making their first appear- 
ances in the capacity of reporters, The dele- 
gates came in in remarkably good humor. It 
is matter of comment here, by the way, that 
the entire canvass has been conducted with a 
singular freedom from exhibitions of personal 
hostile Sag The old stagers say it is 
because the delegates included so many men 
who have become accustomed to political 
contests and scorn to let personal bitterness of 
action or speech come into their controver- 
sies. Floor and gallery were filled 10 minutes 
after the doors were opened. Half a dozen 
ladies found seats on the platform, and John 
J. O’Brien, John N, Knapp, and others select- 
ed places on the stage at the wings, where 
they could see the audience plainly. Jn the 
very front row sat John F. Smyth, looking 
serenely happy, and near him were the new 
Surveyor, Jobn A. Luby, Postmaster Craig, 
and ex-Senator Braman. Overattheright and 
near the front was *‘ Lo’’ Sessions, whose facial 
expression has changed since he allowed a white 
mustache to grow and has cut off the white 
chin whiskers, which gave him a deaconish 
look. ‘* Bob’? Strahan, probably the best 
dressed delegate in the convention, paraded 
up and down the aisle cooling himself with a 
fan, and wearing a becoming new brown 
derby hat. ‘* Clint” Wheeler, Stephen B. 
French, ‘ Mike’ Cregan, Barney  Biglin, 
‘* Bob” Mctord, ‘* Johnnie” Brodsky, Jus- 
tice Patterson, and Justice Solon B. Smith 
were in the middie of the hall 
with the New-York delegation. The white 
head of Martin Ingham Townsend was a 
prominent mark, ashe sat at the end of the 
the line of Rensselaer delegates. Over 
at the left and near the front, with the Herki- 
mer men, sat Senator Warner Miller. In the 
Kiogs delegation, and not far apart, were 
Albert Daggett and ‘‘ Jake’? Worth, while a 
little way removed from them was the smiling 
face of ‘* Mike” Dady, Folger’s Superintendent 
of Construction and Repairs. It was easy to 
see that the Conkling men had not 
got-through with Gen. George H. Sharpe. The 
task set for him to do—to demonstrate his re- 
pentence for having said something about an 
alleged conference which Conkling declared to 
be false—had not been fully performed. He 
rau about fan in hand, taking his orders at the 
last moment from John F. Smyth and then 
posting himself in the left aisle, at the side of 
the hall, among the Ulster delegates. 

It was 11:30 o’clock when Judge B. Platt 
Carpenter advanced to the front of the stage, 
rapped on the stand with a bamboo cane, and 
requested the convention to be in order. In 
a feeble voice he announced that he, as 
Chairman of the State Committee, had been 
directed to call the convention to order. 
Then, after the call had been read by Secretary 
Vrooman, the Rev. George W. Brown opened 
the convention with a short prayer. There 
was no delay about getting down to business. 
The roll, as made out b the State Committee, 
was called by John W. Vrooman. During 
this tiresome but necessary proceeding there 
was an entire absence of applause with which 
the prominent names are usually received. 
Not a hand was raised. Notices of contests 
were given for the Fifth and Sixth Kings 
Districts, the Twenty-third District of New- 
York and the Seneca District. ‘‘ Tom’’ Platt’s 
response, coming up feebly from the far pack 
Tioga delegation, excited no enthusiasm on the 
part of his admirers. When the roll-call was 
finished and before the Chairman had time to 
ask the further pleasure of the convention, Gen. 
Sharpe was shouting **Mr. Chairman” at the 
top of his voice, and his eye-glasses could be 
seen glimmering in the direction of the stage 
from beneath the shadow of the gallery. Tn 
the tone which he has studied to use effectively, 
so as to assure hearers of a very earnest desire 
to be extremely fair, he spoke for the State 
Committee, though why no one knew. That 
body having decided, he said, by a unanimous 
vote, upon the name of atemporary Chairman, 
he respectfully nominated Senator Edward M. 
Madden. 

The words were scarcely out of his mouth 
before Senator Miller was upon his feet. As 
he rose the first applause that had been heard 
in the convention broke out among the dele- 
gates and was taken up and prolonged by the 
galleries. In an aggressive tone he suid: 


**I do not understand it to be the province of the 
State Committee to say who the convention shall 
have for temporary Chairman, and of the in- 
fluences which have brought about the result 
which the gentleman refers to. I shall not now 
speak, but wiil respectfully offer as an amendment 
the name of the Hon. Edmund L. Pitts for tem- 
porary Chairman, and call for the yeas and nays.” 

Gen. Sharpe responded: 

“T rise tp second the call for the yeas and nays, 
and were it not for the fact that something 
has been suggested on the part of the hon- 
orable gentleman which signified that there is 
something to be brought inte this convention be- 
sides Republican hermony, I would rest here. I 
would like to know, Sir. [addressing the Chair. } 
when the Republican State Committee has under- 
taken to dictate to a Republican State Convention ? 
The State Committee fully represents the Republi- 
can Party of this State. This is the first time that 
I have ever heard it denied that it was the duty of 
the State Committee to prepare a convention of 
500 delegates to enter upon their work in a har- 
monious manner, and the man whom they have 
suggested as temporary Chairman is one whom all 
may rely upon as an honorable, fair-minded man, 
who always does justice to his opponents as well 
as to friends. His name is brought forward here 
for no other purpose than to enable this conven- 
tion to proveed barmoniously and with dispatch on 
the work thev have before them. Mr. Chairman, I 
again second the call for yeas and nays.” 

The convention then directed its attention 
to the call of the roll. The vote was to be an 
important one as indicating the strength of the 
combined anti-Cornell delegates. Solon Bb. 
Smith, of New-York, and Frank 5S. 
Smith, of Allegany, were made tellers. 
The Secretaries were supplied with print- 
ed lists of the delegates’ names, so 
that there was to beno such thing as losing 
track of the vote. Before the tellers were 
chosen, and while the Chairman was delib- 
erating who should be selected, Gen. Sharpe 

rovoked a laugh by asking 1f Mr. Edward M. 

ohnson was a delegate, arene that the 
Otsego Republicans had not thought it worth 
while to send him in that capacity. As the 
roll-call proceeded it was found that the re- 
ports of many deserters from Cornell were not 
wall founded. Albany voted for Madden, as 
it might have been expected to do. Broome 
gave Madden two votes. The vote of Che: 
mung was equally divided between Madden 
and Pitts, and so was that of Cort- 
land, where the Cornell men _ suffered 
aloss. They also lost a vote in Clinten. Gen. 
Ketcham’s whisperings had won over four out 
of five of the First Dutchess aelegates, and all 
of the Second District. A Custom-house offi- 
cer who had got into the Franklin delegation 
broke the line in that county. Three of the 
Genesee Wadsworth men voted for Madden 
aud One for Pitts. The Cornell vote in Kings 
dropped from %to19. The Starin votes in 
Fulton and Hamilton, Montgomery, Saratoga, 
and one in Schenectady were cast for Pitts. 
Schuyler surprised every body by going against 
him, and it was as trem 3 to see him get 
one vote in the Second Ulster District. West- 
chester did as well as it was expected to do. 
Before the rote was announced, A. K. P. Ben- 
nett, of the First Queens, who had voted for 
Madden, changed to Pitts, and so did Charles 
M. Chamberlain, of the Second Queens, amid 
the encouraging applause of the Pitts men. 
Mr. F. B. Freeman, of the First Niagara, who 
had voted for Pitts, changed to Madden, and 
he was applauded wildly by the Madden side. 

After a short delay, Mr. Vrooman announced 
the result. Four hundred and ninety-four 
votes had been cast. Of these E. M. Mad- 
den had received 251 and E. L. Pitts 
243. The announcement was greeted with 
much noise by the Folger men. Senator 
Pitts and Mr. Hamilton Fish, Jr., es- 
corted Mr. Madden to the chair. Raising his 
biack, gold-headed cane in his left hand, Mr., 
Madden rapped for order, and so vigorously 
as almost to overseta large lager-beer glass 
which stood:in front of him on the rostrum, 
Mr, Madden had only a brief speech to make. 
He said: 

GENTLEMEN: I shall not inflict upon you a lon 
speech. Ieansimply thank you for this vote o 
confidence in me that I will act fairly toward all, 
and [ believe I do not know how to act otherwise. 
(Baptense.” To the friends of the different candi- 

ates for the several offices which we are to pre- 
sent to the Republicans of this State to be voted 
upon in November next, I would simply say, in the 
language of that great martyr President who has 


gone from us, let us proceed ‘* With malice toward 
none, charity for all.” In that spirit I trust and 
hope we will proceed to place in the fleld a ticket 
in which we shall all acquiesce, and in the language 
of that great warrior statesman, as I heard him ex- 

ress at the close of his remarks of the Presidential 
nauguration in 1868, ‘‘ Let us have peace.”’ [Ap- 
plause.] Whatis the further pleasure of the con- 
vention? 

The rules of the Assembly were adopted for 
the control of business, and then the work of 
the convention went on after the old fashion. 
James 8. Smart put in a resolution for a Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization, to 
consist of two members from each 
a district. Mr. George Bliss fol- 
owed with one calling for a Committee 
on Resolutions, and Mr. John D. Lawson with 
a third for a Committee on Credentials. These 
were all — without dissent, and gave the 
Chairman the power of selection. Mr. A. 
Barton Hepburn, Superintendent of the Bank 
Department, submitted and read a memorial 
from the Anti-Monopolists, and was rudely 
interrupted by noise and the departure of 
delegates. Mr. Madden was incredibly swift 
in his selection of thecommittees. A moment 
after he had received the power to make them 
he produced three rollsof manuscript, and Mr, 
Vrooman read them, as follows:

After the committees had been announced 
the convention took a recess until 4 o’clock. 

BS Ucctae 

THE PERMANENT ORGANIZATION, 

Those two “ Illegal Jimmies,’’ Belden 
and Richmond, led the vanguard of the throng 
which surged toward the Town Hall as the 
hour-band indicated the time for the reassem- 
bling of theconvention. Promptly at 4 o’clock 
Mr. Madden cailed the delegates to order. 
Chairman Packard, of the Kings County Gen- 
eral Committee, presented a communication 
from the Young Men’s Republican Club, of 
Brooklyn—a club, be said, that was composed 
of Republicans, that numbered 2,500 members, 
and that would have a controlling influence in 
the coming election in Kings County. 
The communication, which pledges the 
Club to vote for no candidate who will not 
favor home rule legislation for Brooklyn, was 
referred tothe appropriate committee. Mr. 
John D. Lawson, on behalf of the Committee 
on Credentials, presented the reports on the 


various contested delegations. They were 
unanimously adopted by the committee, he 
said, save in one instance, when two negative 
votes were cast. The report favored the un- 
seating of James Johnson, the solitary dele- 
gate from the Fifth District in Kings, and the 
admission of W. J. Morrison. Little opposi- 
tion was offered to its adoption. 

The contest in the Sixth Kings District, 
which was long controlled by the notorious 
‘*Jakey”? Worth, was decided by the commit- 
tee in favor of admitting his three henchmen, 
James Benjamin, Lewis Barnett, and John 
Reitz, and unseating the three legally elected 
delegates, Charles Nahler, L. E. Nicot, 
and M. Buckman. This report. created 
a breezy opposition. Mr. Albert Dag- 
gett declared that the Cornell ticket was 
elected in that district by 178 majority. 
There was not the ghost of ‘an excuse for 
any attempt to unseat these delegates. If it 
was done, respectable Republicans would re- 
fuse to go the polls. The district itself had in 
times past been a disgrace to the Republican 
Party. The last primaries had been held 
under a newly enacted law, which guarantees 
protection to legal voters. It could not be 
possible that a Republican convention would 
reverse the will of a majority of that 
district. That majority demanded protection 
of the convention. It would refuse to 
go to the polls if the party in the district was 
to be run by the rag-tag and bob-tail of a ma- 
chine. [Applause.] Such an act as was pro- 
posed would be certain to recoil upon the 
party. The contestants, themselves, had de- 
clared that unless a majority of the Creden- 
tials Committee happened to be on their side, 
they should have no case that could be hon- 
estly presented. 

Mr. Lawson remarked that the Committee 
had already heard the same speech, but had 
not been convinced by it. To the committee 
it appeared as if the names of the members 
had been stricken off the rolls without the 
formality of a notice being given them. ‘* I’ve 
had much todo during the 20 years of my 
political life,” he added, ‘‘ with frauds at 
primaries.’’ The yells which greeted this slip 
unsettled Mr. Lawson completely, and the re- 
sult of all these years of experience was not 
unburdened to the convention. Mr. George 
Wren, a substitutes urgently appealed to the 
convention to do justice to the men whom it 
was sought to thrust out of the convention. 
He was interrupted by ‘‘Jakey’’ Worth, who 
turned his evil face toward the Chairman and 
declared that his story was without truth. Ex- 
Congressman ‘' Jim” Smart attempted to out- 
do Worth by raising the point of order that 
Mr. Wren’s speech having already been heard 
by the committee, there was no disposition on 
the part of the convention to hear it again. 
The convention promptly rebuked Mr. Smart 
with disapproving cries, and he sat down humil- 
iated. Mr. Wren then pointed out how the 
names of Democrats, dead men, and men who 
lived out of the district had incumbered the 
assoeiation’s roll, and that this was the class 
of names that had been stricken off by the 
General Committee. ‘The district, he declared, 
had for years been under a cloud and 
only recently had it been enfranchised. The 
cloud to which he referred was the influence of 
Worth. State Senator Ellsworth who, by 
reason of-his living at the remote end of the 
State, cannot be accused of having a very in- 
timate knowledge of Kings County affairs, un- 
dertook, with indifferent success, to illuminate 
the situation from‘an anti-Cornell stand-point. 
The Chairman of the Kings County General 
Committee was obliged to correct him and to 
defend the action of the representative body 
of Kings County Republicuns. Mr. Daggett 
asserted that the committee had not given 
their side sufficient time in which to tell their 
story, but had devoted it all to Mr. Worth. 
A yea and nay vote was demanded upon the 
adoption of the Credentials Committee report. 
The result was 248 in the affirmative to 246 in 
the negative. The committee’s report in favor 
of the sitting members from the ‘l'welfth and 
Twenty-third Districts of New-York was 
adopted by a viva voce vote and without much 
opposition. The delegates of the I'wenty-third 
District who were.thus permitted to remain in 
the convention were those elected by Boss Ray- 
mond and his gang...» 

The last report of the Credentials Commit- 
tee favored. the seating of the three anti-Cor- 
nell contestants from Seneca County. Mr. W. 
P. Mooers, of Clinton, presented a minority 
report retaining the sitting delegates. The 
contest in this county was mixed up with the 
struggle over the Congressional nomina- 
tion. The district - convention threw out 
the five anti-Corneil delegates from 
Seneca Falls on the ground of an ille- 
gal election. Big-voiced ‘‘Pat’’ Cullinan, 
of Oswego, undertook to defend the report of 
the committee, and was immediately in- 
formed by Mr. Chamberlain, of Seneca, that 
he was mistaken in his facts. It was another 
case of a man outside the county assuming to 
know a great deal more of its affairs than its 
residents. The Folger men desired to rush 
the report through without further ado, but 
the Cornell men insisted on a yea and nay 
vote. A vote was then taken direct on its 
adoption. It was rejected by 272 nays to 217 
yeas, and the Cornell delegates cheered wildly 
with delight at the defeat of the attempt to 
force Folger delegates into the convention.

CANDIDATES PUT IN NOMINATION. 

The delegates were becoming wearied with 
their two hours’ struggle over the claims of 
contesting delegations, and a disposition to get 
down to the actual work of the convention 
was very general, Mr. H. J. Cookingham, 
one of the Wadsworth delegates of Oneida, 
moved that the roll of counties be cailed and 
the name of their candidates for Governor 
be given to the convention. The amend- 
ment of A. 8. Draper, of Albany, prevailed, 
however, permitting this operation to be per- 
formed in a somewhat more formal manner. 
There were calls for the resolutions embody- 
ing the party platform, but Col. Bliss an- 
nounced that the committee was not yet pre- 
pared to report. 

Gen. George H. Sharpe, of Ulster, rose to 
present the name of Judge Folger. He wedged 
his way down the aisle, and finally managed 
to crawl up on the platform. There were 
some cheers from the Folger men during 
this operation. In beginning his 
Gen. Sharpe said it was unusual for the 
Republican Party to place in nomination 
a candidate before the Committee on Resolu- 
tions had announced the platform on which 


the nominee was to stand. It was quite as un 
usual as the character and good name of the 
man he proposed to name. On behalf of no 
particular county, but rather of the party at 
large, he would nominate Charles J. Folger, 
{some cheers,] a name which would add only 
lustre to a list of Governors whose deeds 
had made New-York illustrious. Mr. 
Folger represented the best of that 
pure andg§masculine element that stood 
by the cradle of the Republican Party. He 
was the leader of the Senate during the war, 
and sustained those acts which pertained to 
the soldiers. He ledin all those matters per- 
taining to the constitutional amendments. He 
stood by Gov. Seymour in insisting that the 
public debt should be paid in the same money 
in which it was contracted. He was the most 
brilliant of those who ied in the vancuard 
of reform in the Senate when good-minded 
men were well-nigh discouraged at the power 
wielded by corrupt elements in the State. 
Before him William M. Tweed trembled, for he 
recognized in his influence his own doom. [Ap 
plause.] When a grave financial crisis was 
reached he was the strong man to whose lot 
fell the helm of the Government. His char- 
acter had preceded him, and when he went 
among the business men to secure bonds for 
the Sub-Treasurer whom it was 
sary to select at that critical 
more than half a million dollars’ in 
excess of the required amount was 
offered him. His career as Chief-Judge was 
illustrious. His opinions were received as law 
in England and America. When Garfield was 
elected he turned to New-York, and without 
suggestion his eye lighted on this man’s mag- 
nificent figure. The interview between the two 
men was long and affectionate. The speaker 
felt that he could speak authoritatively on all 
this, because he was the messenger between 
Mentor and New-York. As for the fairness 
of the man, no better evidence of it could be 
furnished than the act of Ontario County, in 
which he took no part whatever in shaping 
the voice of its people, although many men 
would not have scrupled, with his resources at 
their command, to have done otherwise. In 
conclusion he said: ‘I desire by no allusion to 
detract from the services of others, and should 
it be the choice of the convention that another 
be chosen, he will receive the full and 
hearty support of myself and all for 
whom I speak. There are no influences 
in the State of New-York that can reach the 
State Committee in harmonious action, except 
those influences be good. There are no influ- 
ences in the State of New-York that reach any 
man that has ever held the proud position of 
a Chief-Justice of this State, except they 
be alike good.’?’ Gen. Sharpe’s speech could 
not be said to have been interrupted by many 
enthusiastic outbreaks from his audience. It 
was received for the greater part in grim si- 
lence, 

When Gen. Sharpe concluded Senator Pitts 
arose. On his appearance he was heartily ap- 
plauded and he was greeted with cries of 
‘* Platform.’’ Taking the stage, he delivered 
the best speech of the convention—an earnest, 
honest, manly tribute of admiration and re- 
spect to Gov. Cornell. The first mention of 
Cornell’s name was greeted with great 
enthusiasm. No other name had the same 
power to stir the convention. With 
particular impressiveness did Mr. Pitts remind 
the delegates of the difficulty that would be 
presented in defending the act by which Mr. 
Cornell, a good Governor, who had maintained 
an honored name, should be stricken down by 
his friends. The people knew why it would 
be done, and they would remembcr, and it 
would be well to make no mistake. The con- 
cluding portion of his speech was as follows: 

I wish it had fallen to abler lips to present to this 
convention the name of a man who, I believe, can 
poll more votes next November than any other 
man. We live in the first State of the 
Union, and we ought to make no mistake 
to-night. New-York has hada loug line of honored 
names. Yet, conceding his humanity and admit- 
tiug his mistakes, I tell you we have had no abler 
and no more worthy Executive than Alonzo B, 
Cornell, {Applause and _ cheers.|] It has been 
my fortune during his administration to 
represent the proudest district in the State. I 
went to Albany not in favor of Gov. Cornell, as my 
district was not in favor of him, though we always 
vote for the candidates of the Republican Party. I 
tell you that now nine out of ten of the homest 
farmers of New-York desire the renomination of 
Gov. Corneli. The people are intelligent. They 
keep close watch of the public men. They 
look at the three years of Goy. Cornell's 
administration and find not a_ scandal 
in it. He has stood between the pvrofligacy of 
legislation and the Treasury, and when friend or 
foe bas assailed him the people have gone to sleep 
with an honest assurance that a watenful eye and 
an nonest mind would guard their interests 
well. I agree with all that Gen. Sharpe has 
said of Judge Folger. I love the man 
from the bottom of my heart. Heis honest, able, 
and wise, and if elected would prove a worthy 
Executive. But you remember that Goy. Tilden 
was succeeded by Gov. Robinson, and that day 
after day the people demanded reforms. Gov. 
Cornell came into power and established a distinct 
policy, and the question now is, do you pro- 
pose be Sar to strike down a = man 
who has had the firmness he has shown? The con- 
ventions of the people have placed in renomination 
their honest. Governors. Do you propose to treat 
Gov. Cornell differently from other Governors ? 
Another gentleman’s name will probably be pre- 
sented, and I desire to say that, while I approve 
the record of Mr. Wadsworth, you _ will 
make a mistake if you do not renominate Gov. 
Cornell. Let us make no mistake to-night. I 
know the hearts of the people are in tavor of Goy. 
Cornell’s renomination and election. What answer 
will we give if we fail to renominate him? Not 
one can be given. Iam no prophet or the son of a 
propuss, but I predict that, against a united 

emocracy, with all the elements they can rally, a 
victory will be had under the leadership of Gov. 
Cornell such as has not been seen since old war 
times. The people will set the seal of approval on 
our work, and on that of a Governor whose record 
will go alongside the abiest and the best the State 
has ever elected. 

A tall, spare man, with gray hair and beard, 
and wearing glasses, made his way to the plat- 
form, from which Mr. Pitts, amid great ap- 
pees, was descending. The new comer was 

rastus Clark, of Oneida, the Postmaster re- 
moved at Utica to make room for a Stalwart.

If elected, his 
aim will be high, and he will hold the balances of 
justice even between warring parties and warring 
nterests, 

The presentation of the name of the Hon. 
John H. Starin was made by his friend James 
Arkell, a bright little man witha cheery voice. 
Mr. Starin’s name was cheered and applauded 
with 9 heartiness that said as plain as words 
that if the delegates would not nominate him 
they were at least prepared to approve all the 
good things that Mr. Arkell had said about 
him. Mr. Arkell said: 

We are here to look carefully over the political 
ground and see in what direction we should act. 
There is uo Republican, if he be patient and wise, 
but can look forward to the future with pleasure. 
But it is not wise to_be too indulgent to ourselves, 
We are on the eve of a vital contest, and it behooves 
us to so act that we shall earn success. In the 
interest of harmony and of the candidates of the 
Republican Party, Montgomery County presents 
the name of a Republican first, last, and always, a 
man whose political record has never been sullied; 
# man who sat four years in Congress close to Gar- 
field, and became inoculated by his wisdom-and 
blessed by his favor; a man who has always been 
above those factious views that threatened to di- 
vide and defeat us. We can present no stronger 
name than that of one of the noblest of New- 
York's sons, John H. Starin. 

Mr. Martin I. Townsend, who had been 

chosen to present the name of Mr. Walter A. 
Wood, said that Rensselaer had concluded this 
was not the time to press his nomination. He 
said: 
_ I will burden you but amoment. I come here 
instructed to present the name of a citizen beloved 
by us, a citizen honored wherever he is known. 
Walter A. Wood, member of Congress from 
the Seventeenth district, has won the 
love of ali in the District. With great 
reluctance he granted our request that 
we be permitted to present his name for the 
Governorship. We find that the State has become 
so enlisted in behalf of other candidates that we 
would simply be wasting our time to ask you to 
nominate our loved citizen. To-day we have re- 
ceived a peremptory order from Mr. Wood to drop 
his name from this contest. In future we hope to 
renew our claim, but to-night we withdraw his 
name. 

A little and nervous and somewhat “‘fresh,”’ 
but good-natured, delegate, from Schenectady, 
got up on the platform to second Mr. Starin’s 
nomination and was heard with demonstra- 
tions of impatience by the audience. Mr. 
Edmund O’Connor, of Binghamtor, presented 
Gen. John C. Robinson for Broome’ County in 
the following words: 

Every delegate who recently left his district 
knows that the Republican Party, under present 
leadership, is divided by an unfortunate schism. 
We want a candidate who is honorable, able, and 
available. I can recommend a candidate who for 
40 years labored in the service of the United States 
on the field and in the tent, and who sealed his 
service on the bloody field of war. I mean Gen. 
Jobn C. Robinson, of Binghamton. 

MAKING THE CHOICE, 

The convention had heard enough speeches 
and impatiently demanded a vote. It was 
agreed that where no objection existed ina 
delegation the Chairman could cast the vote of 
the delegation, and the roll-call began, Alba- 
ny led with her 15 votes for Charles J. Folger, 
and then Folger did not get any more until Clin- 
tou was reached and he picked up 1. Dutchess 
gave him 9, showing~-that Platt Carpenter, 
and had well the 
work them. Erie was solid 
To the noisy delight of the Fol- 
ger men Senator Miller did not hold the entire 
Herkimer delegation for Cornell, one vote go- 
ing to Wadsworth. Kings did not keep up 
the vote which Cornell’s friends had expected 
to get for him. When New-York was reached, 
and the name of Col. Michael W. Burns was 
called, it was expected that he would vote 
for Cornell, as he has said several times since 
he came to Saratoga that upon his honor asa 


soldier and man, in gratitude and as a duty, he 
should vot for Gov. Cornell. He voted for Fol- 
ger. Ontario did not vote for Folger, but cast 
her six votes for A. B. Cornell, and the vote 
was noted with terrific applause. The roll-call 
ended. A short time was consumed bv the 
tellers in casting up the columns of figures, 
Mr. Vrooman announced that 497 had been 
cast, an additional vote having been given to 
the First Oswego District by the State Com- 
mittee. The vote stood as follows:

The convention began to show signs of ex- 
citemeut when the second roll-call began. 
There was little confusion, however, and few 
changes until the roll had been called through, 
the desertion of Robinson by Broome being the 
most noteworthy change. After Yates had 
been called, F. G. Crosby, the Warren Wads- 
worth man, changed to Folger and was award- 
ed a shout of applause from the Folger 
men. Senator Miller saw the Folger men 
were rushing about to produce a stampede to 
their man. He made an effort to turn the 
tide, getting the vote of Herkimer’s Wads- 
worth delegate Shepherd for Cornell. Then 
there were several changes from Wads- 
worth to Cornell, one man in Richmond 
and another in Queens’ going over. 
Delegates were standing up all over the hall. 
The aisles were filled up with standing and 
shouting men, all determined to be heard at 
once. Chairman Madden was utterly dazed 
and could neither see nor hear who was ad- 
dressing him. <A loud cheer went up when 
Saratoga changed from Starin to Cor- 
nell, followed a moment later by a similar 
change in Montgomery. Mr. C. A. Chickering, 
of Lewis, arose and announced that his coun- 
ty, which had voted for Wadsworth, would 
cast its votes for one of the best Governors 
the State had ever had—A. B. Cornell. The 
confusion had now become terrible. John F. 
Smyth, Stephen B. French, and Gen. 
Sharpe were hustling stragglers down to 
the front where they were held by 
Dr. Craig until they could be heard in making 
their changes. Fifty men were shouting ‘‘ Mr, 
Chairman” at the top of their voices. Not a 
bit of attention was paid Mr. Madden, but he 

ounded the desk vigorously and sat down to 
et the roar proceed until it might sub- 
side for lack of fuel. Fulton and 
Hamilton changed from Starin to 
Cornell. ‘ Pat’? Cullinan, of Oswego, roared 
like a Boanerges, and was toid by the Chair- 
man to take his seat. Stephen B. French stood 
on a seat and shouted through his hands, but 
trumpet loudly as he might he could not get 
recognition. Oneida had great difficulty in 
making up its mind. It held off its votes so 
long before turning them over to Cornell as to 
make the change ineffective, and the way in 
which it was done suggested the presence of 
political cranks in the delegation. 

For nearly an hour the process of changing 
went on. With great difliculty could Secre- 
tary Vrooman collect the vote and record it, 
but he did it. It 9:30 o’clock it was known 
that Folger had secured a majority. The 
news spread through the hall like lightning. 
and almost as quickly the changes came peil- 
mell from all sides. Everybody was anx- 
ious to be in first. Ex-Senator Halbert 
had scrambled down from the stage, across 
the reporters’ tabJe, to teil Joho F. Smyth 
that only one vote was needed. Before he 
couid climb back to his chair on the stage 
there were a dozen votes to spare. So many 
were the calls upon the Chair to have counties 
recalled, that ‘* Jakey” Worth shouted for an 
entire new roll-call. ‘‘Oh, no!’’ came from a 
hundred throats. Queens was called, and ex- 
Senator Birdsall was heard changing to Fol- 
ger. Oneida, through Mr. Cookingbam, got in 
votes for Cornell. Mr. Hannibal Smith, ‘of 
Jefferson, was lugged down to the fronu by 
Smyth and French, where, in a great state of 
excitement, he voted for R. J. Cornell, and 
then, when told of his error, changed to C. J. 
Folger. Atlength, it having become evident 
that Mr. Folger had received a ma- 
jority of the votes, Mr. A. B. Hep- 
burn, of St. Lawrence, Superintendent 
of the Bank Department, managed to get 
the attention of the Chairman. He desired to 
make the nomination of Mr. Folger unani- 
mous, Mr. Daggett, of Kings, demanded an 
announcement of the result, and the Chairman 
decided that Mr. Hepburn’s motion could not 
be entertained. The tellers had not yet com-

Senator Miller, in a few brief words, moved 
to make the nomination of Mr. Folger unani- 
mous. The friends of Gov. Cornell, he said, 
had labored incessantly to secure Mr. Cornell’s 
election.

His 
record would pass into history as one of 
the best that had ever been made by a Govern- 
or of this great State. [Cheers.] A majority 
of a Republican convention, however, had de- 
cided that another should be the standard- 
bearer of the party. As true Republicans, 
Mr. Cornell’s friends bowed to the will of that 
majority. They would support that candi- 
date as they would all the other candidates of 
the convention. [Applause.}) He would 
guarantee that they would be as 
loyal to Mr. Folger as they would have ‘been 
to Mr. Cornell, had he been the nominee of the 
convention. Attorney-General Leslie W. Rus- 
sell seconded Senator Miller’s motion, with 
the assurance that St. Lawrence County, to 
which they were accustomed to look for large 
majorities, would not disappoint the Repub- 
licans in November next. There were cheers 
for the candidate when the motion to make 
his nomination unanimous was adopted. 

The convention then, on motion of Congress- 
man Crowley, adjourned until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 


ARRANGING FOR TO-DAY’S SESSION. 

The Committee on Platform met the sec- 
ond time immediately after the adjournment 
of the convention to-night, and will probably 
report on the opening of the convention to- 
morrow. It is said that a resolution will 
ba introduced, if it is not made a 
part of the platform, approving the 
President’s veto of the River and Har- 
bor bill. Senator Warner Miller, who 


is a delegate to the convention, says if sucha 
resolution is presented he will defend his action 
in supporting the measure. Itis the general 
belief that B. Platt Carpenter is to have the 
nomination for the Lieutenant-Governorship, 
and that Judge Andrews is to be renomi- 
nated for the Court of Appeals bench. For 
Congressman at Large, Gen. Batcheller, the 
Hon. Edward Mitchell, of New-York; Stew- 
art L. Woodford, and L. Palmer, of Brook- 
lyn, are mentioned, but insiders say the nom- 
ination will probably be given to a half-breed, 
and that if a good soldier candidate 
can be found he will be named. There 
has been a little taik of Corp. Tan- 
ner, of Brooklyn, for this nomination, but 
he is not believed to stand much of a chance. 
The fullslate will be made up to-night, and 
everything will be arranged so that the con- 
vention can meet promptly in the morning

DIVIDED DEMOCRATIC OPINION, 

Syracuse, Sept. 20.—During the entire 
day more interest has been manifested in the 
proceedings of the Saratoga convention than 
in anything done, or to be done, in Syr- 
acuse, All sorts of false rumors have 
been set afloat during the day, and 
both Cornell and Folger were announced 


as having received the nomination before a 
ballot had been taken. When it was ascer- 
tained that Folger had been nominated, the 
Democrats were voluble in their comments on 
the probable effect upon the coming election.

COLLECTOR ROBERTSON DENOUNCES

the seat. Collector Robertson desired that his 
most unqualified indignation at this astound-

THE CHICAGO MARKETS.

A FEAR OF FROST EXCITING THE MARKETW 
—PRICES CLOSING HIGHER. ’ 
Curcaao, Ill., Sept. 20.—Fear of frost and 
other causes made the markets excited and irregu- 
lar to-day. There wasa strong feeling all round. 
on the near deliveries, but the long futures were 
in most cases comparatively weak. This was most 
marked in provisions and corn, but it was also vis- 
ible in wheat and oats. The colder weather, with 
news, or rumor, of frost, brought out corn buyers; 
the small receipts of oats stimulated the demand 
there; the fear that wet weather will 


reduce receipts of wheat’ increased the 
demand in that market; provisions were wanted 
by those who believed that the market has 
been oversold for this and the next month, but tha 
Winter deliveries were not wanted. There was 
more doing in shipment of wheat, corn, and oats, 
the Eastern demand for the two latter being much 
better. There was a big shipping demand for lard 
to-day inspite ofa rumor that about 8.000 tierces 
have been ordered back from Buffalo to this city. 
Regular wheat was rather more active and again 
stronger, but chiefly for the nearer deliveries. This 
month advanced 144 to 14% cents, and next month 
was weak, while the year was a little 
higher than on Tuesday, but all closed 
strong. London reported a further decline of is. 
per quarter on cargoes off coast, and New-York 
prices only allowed 40 cents per ton to pay the 
costs of transportation thither; but our receipts 
were little more than half as large as those of 
Tuesday. It was reported that farmers are de- 
livering less freely in the country, and it was sup- 
Ewe that the rains will prevent many from de- 
ivering who would otherwise do so. This gave 
confidence to shippers in buying the lower grades, 
and arrangements were made for shipping some 
No. 2, while the latter was in good demand 
for filling September shorts, the prospect ot 
smaller supplies making buyers more anx'ous to 
take hold. On the other hand, however, Eastern 

arties who held some rather long lines for the 

onger futures were selling out, and this caused a 
widening out of the discounts, as above noted, 
Corn was active, and the nearer deliveries were 
much stronger. This month advanced 2/4 cents, 
and Oetober sold up 244 to 24 cents, both closing 
strong. while the year, January, and May were 
radically weak, though somewhat higher in sym- 
pathy. 

The British markets were called dull and re- 
pressed, and our receipts were larger, but there 
was a much better shipping demand here, and the 
reports of yesterday’s cold weather out West 
called up visions of frost and snow which sent a 
chill through some of the shorts, and they wanted 
the other folks to get left when the cold day really 
comes.

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THE COMET NEAR THE SUN 


PROF. BOSS. BELIEVES IT T0 BE THE 
ONE SEEN IN 1880. 

REASONS WHY IT IS THOUGHT TO BE A RE- 
TURN OF GOULD’S COMET—ITS SPEEDY 
EXTINCTION PREDIOTED---OBSERVATIONS 
AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—In his observation 
af the new comet, taken at the Naval Observatory 
at 3 P. M. ou Tnesday, Prof. Frisby determined its 
position in right ascension 11 hours 19 min- 
ntes 30 seconds; declination north 0° 8 40,” 
Prof. Frisby also observed it before sunrise, 
pnd again at 6 o’clock this morning. It was avery 
prominent object, rising about half an hour before 
fhe sun, andto the southward of it about 10° or 
22°. The tail, of about 1° length, was very plainly 
Visible. ‘Che nucleus is very condensed, and stellar 
in character, having wings which curve outward 
pad downward, the whole presentling the appear- 
pnce of a bird in flight. The nucleus is surrounded 
by an envelope of light of much less intensity. 

‘The comet was very plainly seen with the naked 
pye after sunrise. When Prof. Frisby made the 
fecond observation of its position, about 6 A. M., it 
was very easily followed witha telescope. Two 
fore observations of position were made by Profs. 
Bkinner, Boss, and Flint during the forenoon, thus 
furnishing a knowledge of the direction ana rate of 
jts apparent motion. These observations enabled 
the astronomers to estimate its position at the time 
of passing the meridian. From these data the comet 
was observed with the transit circle on the meridi- 
pn by Prof. Winlock, thus giving the position with 
pn accuracy unattainable by other methods. An 
ob ervation of acomet in broad daylight with a 
jneridian instrument is unique, This is one of 
the few instances in the last hundred years that 
this has been done. Wells’s comet was thus ob- 
Berved a few months ago at the Dudley Observ- 
ptory. The position from the transit circle ob- 
Rervation is right ascension 11 hours 14 minutes 
18.04 seconds: declination south, 0° 34’ 28.5." The 
Uaily motion of the cometis in right ascension 
minus 6 minutes 6 seconds; in declination minus 
bu’ 45’. ‘The comet will rise Thursday morning, 
Sept, 21, shortly after 5 o’cleck, and may be easily 
discovered with the naked eye. It may be readily 
followed in daylight with a geod spy-glass, pro- 


vided the glass is thoroughly shaded from the 
bun’s rays. 

In an interview with Prof. Lewis Boss, of the 
Dudley Observatory, Albany, information was fur- 
bished about the great comet now hovering near 
the sun, which seems to be important. Prof, Boss 
ls nowin Washington, and on the eve of his depart- 
ire for Santiago de Chili, where he is to observe 
the transit of Venus in December. He believes 
that the comet which we new see near .the sun is 
i return of the great comet discovered by Dr. 
Could in South Americaon Feb. 5, 1880. He says 
he was ied to this suspicion in the first place by his 
efforts to suppose the present comet identical with 
the one discovered in Rio Jareiro. by Cruls on 
Sept. 10. In order to thus identify the two objects 
it was necessary to suppose that the Cruls comet, 
when discovered, was on its way to perihelion. 
Somewhere about Sept. 15 it must have been over- 
powered by the blinding radiance of the sun and 
thus lost to view. On Sept. 18 it was past its peri- 
helion, and of such dazzling splendor as _ it 
emerged from close proximity to the sun as 
to be seen by several observers in its position 

or 4° west of thesun. The comet was now on 
ts return journey into space. On the 19th, at 
noon, it was about &° west from the sun, and still 
going westward. Assuming these facts to be true, 
Prof. Boss says we must also assume that the 
perihelion distance is very small. In order to ful- 
till these relations the comet must have passed 
pround the sun ontheeastern side so close as al- 
most to graze the surface. These suppositions 
were established yesterday by rough caleulations 
of “ nature which astronomers will readily com- 
prebend., 

it occurred at once to Prof. Boss that the orbit 
whieh this comet must have, if it is identical with 
the Cruls cemet, is of an extraordinary eharacter, 
and only paralleled In its prineipal features by 
the great comets of 1843 and 1880. Quite as strik- 
jngis tho fact that the published accounts of the 
comet of 1845 bear a remarkable resemblance to 
what is written of the present comet. The two 
comets together stand without parallel as the only 
ones which have shown such extraordinary bril- 
liancy in close proximity tothe sun. On the day 
following perihelion passage the 1843 comet was 
observed by Mr. Clark, of Portland, Me., who used 
B sextant for the purpose, and found no difficulty 
in measuring the distance of the comet from the 
kun. Thesame thing might have been done with 
the present comet on Sept. 18, which was presuma- 
bly the day after its perihelion passage. 
Astronomers now suppose that the two comets 
is43 and 1880 are one and the same body. Their 
prbits resemble each other almost, or quite, within 
she errors of observation. The longitudes of the 
nodes differ less than 5°. Their perihelion points 
are situated less than a degree apart, and when at 
perihelion the two comets had s0 nearly the same 
listance that the difference may easily be attrib- 
uted to errors of calculation. This distance is so 
small that those comets must have approached 
within less than 100,000 miles from the solar sur- 
face, and thus within the sun’s atmosphere. Of 
this fact there can be no doubt. 

One fact has reeently troubled astronomers a 
F eat deal. If the two comets of 1843 and 180 are 
lentical, then one would suppose that a 
great comet should have been visible in 
1806, and repeatedly at intervals of 
about 37 years, reekonine backward from 
that date. Since no such comets are recorded 
t must be supposed that the period of this comet 

formerly very much. greater than 87 years, or 
- many oral! of the returns escaped observa- 
tion. ‘The former supposition seems the more 
sely, because with such a close approach to the 
un the comet's progress must have been resisted 
yy the solar atmosphere through which it passed. 
The effect of this would be to shorten the duration 
between successive returns of the comet in a geo- 
metrical ratio. Thus, it might have been possible 
that the 188 comet would revisit the sun aftera 
much shorter interval than that which elapsed be- 
tween the visit of 1843 and 1880. In fact, there 
1ave been one or morereturns of the 1843 
‘omet between that date and 1880. Clausen com- 
sd a period of about six years for the comet of 
1843. Sir John Herschel argues ingeniously fur 
short periods, varying from 7 to 21 years. There- 
fore, it may not be necessary to argue for such a 
violent reduction of the period as that implied in 
bringing down an interval between the returns 
from 37 years te less than three. 

i. is worth while to examine the question wheth- 
er the observations of the present comet, combined 
with the discovery of Cruis on Sept. 10, can be rec- 
onciled with the supposition that this is a 
return of the 1880 comet. This has been 
dove to-day by Prof. Boss, with the re- 
sult of an afiirmative answer. It must be 
eancerstood that a body subjected to the attraction 
of the sun alone deseribes about the sun an in- 
variable plane. Suppose an immense material flat 
gsuriaece passed through thecentre of the sun, and 
so placed that the heavenly body in its successive 
positions in its orbit is found on the surface of this 
plane. That body would always and forever after- 
ward be found in the surface of this plane unless 
cisturbed by some foree outside of the sun. We 
may say, then, that we know the track in space 
along which the great comet of 1880 must move 
whenever it returns just as well as we know the 
patl which the bolt on the periphery of a mill 
wheel must travel, although we may know nothing 
about the time in which the wheel revolves. 
The element of time, then, is the unknown 
quantity. All we have to do in investigating 
the question of identity between the present com- 
et and that of 1880 is to suppose the present comet 
to have been at its peribelion at some detinite time 
and at the same distance from the sun as was the 
comet of 1880 at its perihelion. The next thing to 
do is to see where a comet traveling in the track of 
the 1880 comet would be on successive dates, and 
then see how these calculated places agree with 
those found on the same dates for the comet now 
seen. We will, for a first guess, suppose that the 
hypothetical comet moving on the track of that of 
[880 was at its perihelion at Greenwich, midnight, 
pn Sept.17. We find that on the morning of 
Sept. 10, at Rio Janeiro, it would have 
been in right ascension 9 hours and 55 
minutes, aud south declination 85’. Cruls saw 
the comet at 9 hours and 48 minutes and 
jouth declination 2°, a place which is with- 
in 8° of the hypothetical position. The hypo- 
thetical comet would be at the right-ascension 11 
hours 19 minutes and 10 seconds and declination 
south 16’ at 3 P. M. Washington time. It was actually 
found at that time in il hours 19 minutes and 30 
Beconds and vorth declination 8’—that is to say 
within less than half a degree from the supposed 
pesition. At Paris, noon of Sept, 18, the hypo- 
thetical comet should have been about 8° west from 
the sun, and that is the exact distance reported 
by the Paris observers in the dispatch 
published yesterday. This accordance is in 
the highest degree remarkable. When we consider 
the rough assumptions on which 1t is founded, the 
rudeness of the reported observations, and that 
the time of perihelion agen ig assumed is only a 
first guess, we may easily see that the compara- 
tively small differences noted may be completely 
reconeiled in the future, especially when we re- 
member that the above calculations are made for 
ronvenience on the basis of — motion, 
whereas, it this isareturn of the 1880 comet, the 
track is elliptical and that to a greater degree. than 
it was between 1848 and 1880. 

Prof. Boss says: “Ihave scarcely a doubt in my 


pwn mind that we are actually witnessing a return. 


pf the great comets of 1843 and 1880. Ibelieve that 
the perihelion pasgage will be found to have oc- 
purred some hours previous to Greenwich mid- 
night of the 17th, and that the orbit will be found 
to be elliptical, with a period of less than three 
years. We may, therefore, expect the comet back 
again in 1884, if not sooner, At each fresh plunge 
into the selar atmosphere the comet, which at that 
time is moving with the enormous velocity of 870 
miles per second, will be impeded in its flight. The 
result of this will be to make the intervals between 
successive returns continually diminish in length. 
Hotter and hotter will become the mad fiight of 
the splendid comet under the all-powerful and in- 
creasing attraction of the sun. At last, and, as I 
believe, before the close of the present century, 
the comet, on some one of its reeurring approaehes 
to the sun, will meet, low down in the solar atmos- 
phere, an obstruction too great to be resisted, It 
will then fall headlong into the sun, and yanish from 
the catalogue of comets forever. This catastro- 
phe may occur next year or some years later, but 
I believe it must come soorer or later. Iam more 
imclined to believe that the aestruction of the 
comet will take place suadenly, rather than by a 
gradual wasting away. It is even possible that the 
event will occur without our knowledge, but if we 
are fortunate enough, some time when the comet 
is on its homeward journey to the sun we shail 
‘watch him gradually approaching the great lumi- 


‘nary of day until lost in his rays, and then we shall 
big up in vain for his em: 08, 
to-be a bold prediction, and I may have made-some 
error whose existence I donot.now'suspect. It so 
I shail be glad to have it pointed out, and, at all 


events, I shall watch for the first rude elements of 


the present comet, which are yet to be computed, 
with fervent interest.’’ 
If this really proves to bea return of the Goula 
comet of 1880, it will not long remain in view. By 
Sept. 26 it will be about 20° west of the sun. It will 
hen be only one-tenth as bright as on the 19th, or 
onty one-half as bright as on Sept. 10. On Oct. 10, its 
distance from the sun will be about 40° west, and 
it will be only one-fifteenth part as aright as on the 
19th. It will probably still be seen in large tele- 
scopes, although to best advantage in equatorial 
latitudes. Short as this period of visib ity will 
probably be, it out to be long enough to enable as- 
tronomers to reap an abundant harvest of obser- 
vations which shall settle the form of the orbit 
within narrow limits, and determine with cer- 
tainty whether the hypothesis boldly advanced 
by Prof. Boss shall prove to be true. 


THE “ BOSS” SYSTEM. 


ITS EVILS PORTRAYED IN A DEMOCRATIC 
SPEECH IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20,—A reception was 
given last evening by the Commonwealth Club, of 
this city, to the gentlemen on the Democratic State 
ticket. All five of the candidates, as well as many 
leading members of the party from different parts 
of tho State. were present. The only speech on 


behalf of the club was a short one of welcome by 
Senator Eckley B. Cox. Mr. Pattison responded in 
an elaborate speech, which effectually disposed of 
the allegations, heretofore freely made, that he 
was afraid to talk. After speaking at somo 
length of the responsibilities attaching to 
the office of Governor, he went on to 
say: ‘“‘I take advantage of this opportunity 
to say that in my judgment the issues of the com- 
ing clection are confined within four corners of the 
State, Between Lake Erie and the Delaware and 
from the north to the southern border is to be 
found the reason for every question legitimately 
entering into the contest. Any attempt to import 
issues is an effort to detract public attention rrom 
the real questions involved in the campaign. ‘This 
occasion would not justify me in making a lengthy 
speech. It may be fitting, however, that [ briefly 
state one or two thoughts upon matters that im- 
press. me as important for present public 
consideration. One of the gravest evils in 
our political system is the low estimate of 
duty held by public functionaries. This arises from 
their failure to recognize this fundamental idea of 
our Government that a public office is a public 
trust to be executed for the benefit of the whole 
people, to whom alone oflicials owe responsibility, 
and of whose will they should be the faithful ex- 
ponents, When this conception of duty is lost 
sight of or modified, the way is open for an imme- 
diate, certain, and constant degeneracy of the pub- 
lic service. A merely mechanical and negligent 
performanee of official functions follows the oblit- 
eration of these standards of duty. This results 
from the long continuance in power of selfish 
political leaders, and is a most serious evil in the 
public service. No one can estimate tho injury 
and loss that the people suffer from this cause 
alone. There isa wide-spread discontent at what 
is forcibly called ‘*boss” government. This is not 
without much reason. Popular discontent has 
generally good cause, forthe people have no ad- 
vantage in unnecessary agitation and disorder. 
The great evil of *‘boss’? government is that the 
interest of the official is made inimical to faithful 
public service. His interest is not on the 
side of fidelity to the public weal, but 
on that of abject obedience to the orders 
of the ‘machine,’ and he follows his interests.” 
Mr. Pattisonclosed by saying: ‘‘The abolitioa of 
unnecessary offices, the reduction of the numbor 
of public dependents, the narrowlng of responsi- 
bility, and economy in the public expense consti- 
tute am urgent and practical reform. This would 
be a substantial benefit to the people, for to lessen 
the cost of government lightens the burdens of 
labor. The authors and abettors of the evils under 
which the people suffer are now on their trial fn 
this Commonwealth. After a long stewardsnip 
they will be judged by deeds and not by declara- 
tions. Professions are easily made, but the people 
have been fed on such dry husks so Jong that they 
have resolved to determine who shal! be their ser 
vants, not by what is promised for the future, but 
by what has been done in the past.”’

Whereas, it is necessary that this fact be brought to 
the knowledge of the people who are erroneously be- 
lieving that the prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of liquors willstop the use and abuse of alcoholic 
beverages; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it isthe duty of the Board of Trus 
tees to see to it that proper information as to the true 
effects of prohibition and Stisapeuaty legislation be 
disseminated as widely as possibie by means of iec 
tures, speeches, newspapers, pamphiets, 
and other literature. 

A resolution proposing to indorse the Demo 
eratic platform and State ticket led to warm de 
bate, in whieh the fact was made pretty clear that 
the members of the association proposed to sup- 
port the Democratic Party in the present ecam- 
paign. The resolution was opposed only on the 
ground of policy, it being deemed iuexpedient to 
alienate the Republicans and provoke the hostility 
of the Republican press.

YELLOW FEV ‘RS PROGRESS. 
beh AS 
FOURTEEN NEW CASES IN BROWNSVILLE— 
INDIGNATION AT THE GOVERNOR’S AC- 
TION. 

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Sept. 20.—The Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen yielded to the request of 
the mass-meeting of citizens last night and opened 
communication with Matamoros to-day. Gov. 
Roberts telegraphed Mayor Carson that Drs. 
Murray and Combe were authorized by him 
to take full charge of the quarantine. As 
neither of these gentlemen are citizens or 


duly qualified officers of the State, the Mayor 
awaits turther developments before relinquishing 
the sole control of matters to them, and wired the 
Governor to that effect. The merchants, physicians, 
lawyers, and citizens here sustain tne stand taken 
by the Mayor. There were 14 new cases of fever re- 

orted to-day and 1 death—the victim being a Mex- 
can. One new case is reported in Fort Brown; 2 
new cases at Point Isabel and 1 death there, that 
of a Mexiean. In Matamoros the fever is disap- 
pearing. ‘There are about 40 scattered cases in the 
whole city, and they are reported as doing Well. 
No deaths from fever are reported from that city 
to-day. Communication between here and there 
continues. The river {s flooding about one-third 
of this city, The weather is clear. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 20.—A special to 
the News from Austin says the following telegram 
was received by the Governor from Mayor Carson, 
of Brownsville, to-day: 

“The small number of new cases justifies the belief 
that yellow fever has ceased to be epidemic in 
Brownsville and has almost disappeared in Mata- 
moros. Owing to this fact and to the partial resump- 
tion of business by the opening of communication 
with Matamoros, further pecuntary aid will not be 
needed,” 

A special dispatch to the News from Laredo, 
dated 11:35 P. M., says that quarantine has been 
declared against New-Laredo, Mexico. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., Sept. 20.—The situation 
continues more and more gloomy, and to-day the 
energies of the physicians and of all engaged in at- 
tendance upon the sick and the alleviation of the 
suffering have been taxed to the fullest extent. 
The bulletins of tho Board of Health show 41 new 
cases and 6 deaths. Fully three-fourths of the new 
cases recorded to-day are among the colored peo- 
ple. Physicians express the opinion thatif the 
weather of the past few days continues much lon- 
ger we shall havealarge intrease of the fever. 
Reports from the quarantine station announce one 
death and two cases of fever on the Italian bark 
Due Amice Liguri and one death yesterday on the 
bark John Johnson. The Board of Health 
have directed the isolation of these vessels. ‘T'wo 
nurses have been dispatched to that station with 
the necessary supplies for the sick. The barken- 
tine C. 8S. Bushnell arrived at quarantine station, 
from Aspinwall, yesterday. Dr. Creery, of Mobile, 
arrived to-day and was immediately placed on duty. 
He was sent by the “Can’t-get-away”’ Club, of 
that city. ‘They also sent two experienced 
nurses. Four Sisters or Mercy arrived 
last evening from New-Orleans and are 
now administering to the afflicted. The 
contributions from various sources received to-day 
aggregate $1,000. The total number of yellow 
fever cases to date is 284; deaths, 39.

BISHOP NOMINATED FOR’ GOV- 


ERNOR ON THE FIRST BALLOT. 
THE MASSACHUSETTS CONVENTION CHARAC- 
TERIZED BY GOOD TEMPER—SENATOR

WoORCESTER, Sept. 20.—When the delegates 
to the State Republican Convention.came together 
to-day to do its work a longand perhaps stormy 
session was thought to be threatened. All efforts 
to induce the partisans of the two leading can- 
didates for the nomination for Governor to 
abandon them and unite upon some satisfactory 
compromise candidate had failed. Rumors of a 
contemplated flank movement were current, and 
fears were expressed, particularly by those whose 
greatest desire was a harmonious convention, that 
indiscreet delegates might force an open debate 
of the river and harbor business and other tender 
topics. As it happened, however, the business of 
the convention all the way through was character- 
ized by good temper, the dangerous points were 
successfully passed, and irritating or disturbing 


questions were deftly avoided. 
The first event of the convention was the recep- 


tion of Senator Hoar, who had been selected by the 
State Committee to preside before the outbreak 
over his vote on the River and Harbor bill. Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., was the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization. He reported 


tho list of officers which had been arranged, with 


Senator Hoar's name at the head, and the tempo- 
rary Chairman announced it, when a delegate in 
the body of the hall shouted, ‘* River and Harbor 
bill!” Thereupon there was a slight tumult, with 
hisses and cries of “Put him out!’ which 
Col. Stott, the Chairman of the State 
Committeo, who was in the chair, sharply 


some critic for expressing himself in such fashion. 
Thon be repeated, *' For Chairman, Senator George 
¥. Hoar,’ and there was a round of applause. 
When the Senator appeared on the platform he 
was greeted with another burst of applause. Con- 
spicuous among those leading this demonstration 
were the leaders of the Bishop movement who had 
been charged during the preliminary eanvass with 
working against Hoar. 
On taking the chair the Senator returned thanks 
for the honor conferred upon him. The assembly, 
he said, comprised representative men whose 
faces are familiar to him, and faces into which he 
was neither afraid nor ashamed to look. They 
are those, said he, of the men ortho class of men 
who first met in Massachusetts to inaugurate a 
system of warfare against human bondage, and 
who have met repeatedly since that time to deal 
with some great issue upon which the honor or 
destiny of the people depended. Such assem- 
blages asthe present have voleed the sentiment 
of the Republican Party of Massachusetts to the 
Republican Party of the country. They have 
led in all the great reforms since the 
emancipation of tke slaves was first agi- 
tated. AS «« result of what Massachu- 
setts Republicans have done there is less political 
and sectional bitterness in the country than at any 
time since the first term of James Monroe. In 
speaking of the situation in Virginia, he said: *‘The 
emancipation of that greatest of the States of the 
South from the fetters of Bourbon rule is, in my 
judgment, the most important political event 
which has taken place in this country sinco the 
adoption of the fifteenth amendment.”’ The 
Chairman then spoke at length of the civil service 
reform movement, advocating the reform and 
apologizing for the slowness with which great re- 
forms and sound doctrines are carried out by the 
dominant party by holding that great reforms 
in a Republic composed of 388 States, with 
widely different interests and a heterogeneous pop- 
ulation, must necessarily be brought about slowly. 
Conflieting interests and opinions must be har- 
monized, and when the desired resuit is acoom- 
plished it will be the safer and surer. The Republi- 
can Party pledges that the civil{foffices of the 
country shall cease to be used as an organized po- 
litical instrumentality, and that pledge it will fulfill. 
Most of the remainder of the speech was devoted 
toa comparison of the records of the Republican 
and Democratic national parties, particularly on 
the question of tariff. A strict protective policy 
avowedly for the protection of manufacturing 
interests was advocated at considerable 
length, a strenuous effort being made 
to show that such a _ policy would be 
better for the working classes than a tariff 
for revenue only. A revision of the existing tariff 
and correetion of some of its most flagrant in- 
justices was advocated, coneessions to free traders, 
1owever, being denounced in unqualified terms. 
The extevsion of commercial and business relations 
with Mexico and the South American States, so 
that those countries should be made friends, allies, 
and customers, he commended as a proper policy 
for the Government to pursue. In closing the 
speaker referred to the losses Massachusetts has 
sustained in the death of Emerson, Longfellow, 
Dana, Bullock, and Delano Godaard. 
Senator Hoar’s speech having been delivered 
there was a prompt movement for a ballot for ean- 
didate for Governor. The Crapo men desired that 
the candidates might be presented in short 
speeches, two on a side, but while the Bishop lead- 
ers were quite ready for this the convention did 
not appear to be so willing, and the plan was aban- 
doned. An informal ballot was then had. and 
while it wasin progress recess was taken for dinner. 
On reasseinbling this ballot was announced and 
the Bishop men were thrown into a frenzy of de- 
light by the result, their candidate getting 673 votes 
against 504 for Crapo; the remainder scattering. 
As only 643 were necessary fora choice, Mr. Bishop 
had more than enough. Attorney-General Marston, 
one of the Crapo chiefs, then teok the platform, 
and in a frauk and manly fashion on behaif of the 
Crapo men moved the nomination of Bishop by 
acciamation, which was carried triumphantly. So 
ended the long struggle. 
A ballot for Lieutenant-Governor showed Oliver 
Ames, of North Easton, of the famous Ames fam ly, 
leading a half-dozen others, though not getting 
quite enough votes to nominate, and he was there 
upon made the candidate by acclamation. The 
present Secretary of State and Treasurer were re- 
nominated by acclamation, and EF. J. Sherman, of 
Lawrence was nomimated for Attorney-General 
after one ballot. 
When the platform was reported late in the 
afternoon, a large portion of the delegates had 
gone, so that it received less attention than it oth- 
erwise would have received. 
The Crapo men accept their defeat without bit- 
terness, and the leading men on that side declare 
their intention to support the ticket most heartily. 
It is regarded as a strong ticket in many ways, and 
its easy success is not fora moment doubted. ‘To- 
day’s convention was a thoroughly representative 
one and included many of tue old-time Republicans 
as well as.crowds of younger men.

by reason of the consequent restoration of confidence 
and revival of business, a large ee is accumulat- 
ing inthe Treasury above all possible requirements 
of the ordinary expenses for the discharge of the na- 
tional debt aud interest and for liberal disbursements 
to pensioners. Itis clearly the duty of Congress to 
act speedily to reduce taxation In all its forms 
and to lighten the burdens of the people. More 
revenue than is needed for the public uses 
the Government should not take. An overflowing 
treasury offers tempting inducements and a plausible 
excuse for inordinate expenditure. To accomplish 
such areduction we believe in a prompt revision of 
the tariff, but we insist that in the revision the prin- 
ciple of discrimination for the protection and encour- 
agement of American industries and labor shall be 
adhered to, aud such an adjustment of details made 
that relief shall come where most needed, and the im- 
portant interests involved be not recklessly disturbed, 

We urge upon the favorable consideration of Con- 
gress such measures as shall be necessary to keep coin 
and currency ata par with gold, the standard of the 
commercial worid, and to bring the silver dollar to 
an equivalency in value with gold coinage; to in- 
crease American commerce and encourage American 
shipping and ship-building, and to secure a more ex- 
tended market for the products of our industries; to 
provide and, within proper limitations, support a 
common school system throtighont the country: to 
inaugurate and continue a wise, just, and humane 
polices toward the Indians, and to.vindicate the rights 
of American citizenship in all parts of the Union. 

We demand a vipfilant regard for rigid economy in 
all State and national affairs, and will bold to strict 
accountability all who are charged with expenditures

checked, administering a rebuke to the venture- - 
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lim!t all appro: rations to such objects on 
within the plain sanction of the nstitution,. and 
which, in the exercise of'a sound on, may 
clearly jussty taxation for their support. 

The work of reforming the civil service, which was 
commenced by the Republican Party and in favor of 
which tt alone stands committed in declaration and 
in any measure of practice, is becoming more gener- 
ally recognized as of paramount importance an 
essential to the security of our institutions.

Third—Superlor qualifications and real merit dem- 
onstrated in the actual performance of duty sheil 
constitute the best title to continuance and promo- 
tion in office. 

We unhesitatingly disapprove of any tem of 
political assessments or demands for contributions 
under an express or implied threat of removal from 
office as a penalty for non-compliance, or any other 
protons whatever. Thesalary of the office-holder is 

is compensation for services, not a fund subject to 
draft for party uses. And we go further, a free Gov- 
ernment can be maintained only when the convic-

A QUAKER WEDDING.

A TRYING ORDEAL—A HALF-HOUR OF SILENCE 
BEFORE THE CONGREGATION AND A PUB- 
LIC DECLARATION. 
Correspondence of the Boston Herald. 

BURLINGTON, N, J., Sept. 16.—Prof. Francis 
Barton Gummere, Ph, D., (Freiburg,) last year in- 
structor in English literature at Harvard College. 
and just appointed head masterof the new’ Swain 
ree School” at New-Bedford, was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Amelia Smith Mott, daughter of 
Richard F. Mott, at the Friends’ meeting-house 
here, last Thursday morning, ** Ninth month, 14th.”’ 
It is comparatively seldom nowadays that a real 
* Quaker wedding”’ oceurs in families of social dis- 
tinction. Though simple and beautiful in itself, 
the ceremony is so trying to modern and sophisti- 
cated nerves that the young people escape from it 
whenever possible, having recourse to the ritual of 
the Episcopal Church, the flexible forms of the Uni- 
tarian denomination, oreven to civil marriage, in 
preference. Only deep religious feeling, an ab- 
sence of self-consciousness, and a regard for duty 
such as marked the primitive Friends can carry 
the parties through it without painful embarrass- 
ment to themselves and sympathetic onlookers. 
The ancient city of Burlington, in New-Jersey, an- 
tedating even Philadelphia, was founded by a com- 
pany of Friends, among whom was Richard Smith, 
of Bramham, a direct ancestor of the bride, and 
through him she is related toa large number of 
other descendants of the “Bramham Smiths," 
prominent’ in the life of New-Jersey and Eastern 
Pennsylvania. The groom, also, is at homein Bur- 
lington, being a son of Prof. Samuel Gummere, (the 
name is pronounced like the last three syllables in 
Montgomery,) an old Burlingtonian, at the time of 
his death President of Haverford College, Pennsy!- 
vania, and, therefore, a grandson of Prof. John 
Gummere, author of *“*Surveying’’ and ‘* Astreno- 
my.’ Heredity has some exhibition in the case of 
his success in his chosen profession. 

Tbe ceremony of last Thursday, though it had 
all the essentials of the Quaker marriage service, 
oddly but prettily combined the accessories which 
are usually regarded as peculiar to church wed- 
dings. There were brides-maids and groomsmen, 
the former being Misses Annie Redmond and Belle 
Pugh, of Burlington, and Miss Rachel Howland, 
of Philade!phia; the Jatier Messrs. Richard Cad- 
bury, of Philadelphia; Edward Allinson and Rich- 
ard Mott, of Burlington, andtwo cousins to both 
bride and groom. Messrs. John G. Marsh and 
William H. Gummere acted as ushers. The an- 
tique meeting-house on Main-street, of course, 
could not be cecorated at all, but the gay attire of 
the ‘“* world’s people’ who came in from friendship 
or curiosity partly relieved its grim plainness. 
The general public may not know that in ad- 
dition to ‘First day’’ meeting friends always 
hold one in the middle of the week, an- 
swering to the Friday or other mid-week 
services of other denominations, except 
that it is held in the morning. It is at this time that 
marriages are usually solemnized. In Burlington 
the day is Thursday. By 10:30 o’cleck an unwonted 
throng, many in carriages, astonished the venera- 
ble friend who has charge of the meeting-house, 
but who saw himself temporarily superseded by 
the youthful ushers. Asthe doors were open to 
all, many strangers filled the stiff, uncomfortable 
seats in the wooden gallery, but all observed the 
proprieties of the place. ‘The etiquette (if the term 
may be used) on such oceasions wipes out tem- 
porarily the jine between the men’s and women’s 
sides of the meeting, and they sit together promis- 
cuously. Seats are reserved for the contracting 
parties on the “‘ women’s side,” immediately at 
the foot of those elevated benches on which 
the ‘“‘leaders of the meeting’ sit, con- 
fronting the rest. To these places, when 
all was still, the wedding party entered 
through the open door, the ushers leading the way. 
No “wedding march pealed forth’? on this occa- 
sion, nor was there any parade®@f flowers and rib- 
bons. When seated, the bride’s father and the 
groom's mother sat side by side, accompanied by a

She 
wore a small bonnet of white straw, trimmed with 
white silk, but without veil or strings, (his forming 
the main departure from the conventional wedding 
costume. Her hands were covered with long white 
kid gloves, and she carried a swan’s-down fan.

A PAINFUL STORY—AN’ EXCESSIVE. APPETITH 
FOR LIQUOR. SAID TO BE THE CAUSE.

The profound sensation-created by the first 
shock of the news that the wife of Engineer Mel- 
ville had become mentally deranged was intensi- 
fied by the rumors current yesterday in regard ta 
the cause. The true story of the affair is a most 
painful one. When Engineer Melville left bis home 
to join the ill-fated Jeannette expedition among the 
last persons he saw was the good old physician 


who had attended his family since he had been at 
Sharon Hill—Dr. W. Fisher Longstreth. A clond 
had risen in Melville’s domestic life. His wife had 
acquired an appetite for drink, which had more 
than once involved her in troubie and threatened 
to engulf him inruin. All efforts to conquer her 
craving for liquor nad failed, and, although at 
times there seemed to be ground for hope, the en- 
gineer left his family with many misgivings. He 
asked his friends to look after his wife and the 
little girls, and one day, taking the family doctor 
aside, said to him: “ Look after them, Doctor. 
leave them in the hands of Heaven and of my 
friends.” 

On Friday night the voyager returned to his 
home and found his wife under the influence of 
Hquor, and the generous reeeption of the Sharon 
Hill people was wound up with a drunken orgie, 
in which Mrs, Melville and the negro waiters were 
conspicuous. 

A Sharon Hill friend of Engineer Melville, a lady 
who lives within a hundred pares of the Melville 
cottage, said: ‘* Poor Melville’s heart was almost 
crushed. He had heard in New-York stories which 
prepared him to find that Mrs. Melville had not 
given up her unfortunate habit. and these reports 
bad been 1n a measure confirmed at Philadelphia; 
but for the terrible reality which was to confront 
him upon the threshold of his home he hal not 
been prepared. Don’t misunderstand me,” 
added the lady; ‘‘I do not mean to say 
a word that might do Mrs. Melvilie an injustice. 
She is a most generous, kind-hearted, and 
sympathetic neighbor—a mother who _ loved 
her children and took excellent care of them, 
ina way. I think that she is also fond of her hus- 
band and proud of his fame; but the demon which 
held possession of her has clouded her whole life 
and involved her unhappy family in such distress 
as is painful to think of. As soon as Engineer Mel- 
ville had greeted his children he went into the sit- 
ting-room, where his wife was waiting to receive 
him. He saw too truly that his worse suspicions 
were to be realized. Opiates and drugs had been 

iven to her in the hope that she might tide over 
the night. Once during the evening she broke 
away from the reception-room and went to the 
kitchen, where, in company with the colored wait- 
ers and others, she drank three giasses of wine ana 
other liquors. Let us draw a curtain over the 
scene between husband and wife when the guests 
had departed, the children had been put to bed, 
and the two were left alone—the unfortunate 
woman and the unhappy man. The reaction after 
weeks and months of over-induigence came at 
last, Mrs. Melville became alarmingly delirious. 
She threatened to kill her husband, drew a pistol 
on him, and declared that she would not only end 
his life but would destroy her children and burn 
down the house. Mr. Melville left the house in or- 
der to pacify her. And the man who had braved 
death in its most dreadfui form without a tremor 
fled into the dark night, miserable and crushed in 
spirit. Fearing that his wife might do harm to 
herself and her children he sent a man back to 
watch the house while he went to procure the aid 
of medical advice and the counsel of friends. The 
result is already known.” 

Another neighbor and friend of the Melville fam. 
ily, to whose house Engineer Melville went on Sun- 
-day morning, says that she never saw such a pic- 
ture of grief in her life. Forafew moments he 
gave way to his feelings in a flood of tears, with 
his head bowed between his hands. He had been 
without sleep all night,in anxious consultation 
with Drs. Longstreth,of Sharon Hill, and Bartle- 
son, of Clifton, and friends from Darby, Later in 
the day the two doctors visited Mrs. Melville, and, 
after a consultation, signed a certificate that he 
mind had been deranged by chronic alcohoiism, 
and delivered it to her husband. 

Engineer Melville, after further consultation, 
.determined to have his wife removed to an asy- 
lum. This was accomplished yesterday morning. 
Two large carriages drove up to the Meiville Cot- 
tage early inthe morning. From one out stepped 
Engineer Melville himself, and from the other two 
gentlemen from Darby. As quietly as possible 
the urfortunate lady wastold that she would be 
compelled to go to the Norristown Asyium. She 
submitted at first, but afterward declined to go 
unless the children were sent along with her. 
Engineer Melville, with his hat in his hand and his 
head bent down, stood: at the gate. Te mother 
and children were placed in one carriage and Mr. 
Melville got in the other, and so, with a little knot 
of sympathizing friends standing by, the sad pro- 
cession Grove away. The negro servant, who, 
during the reseption on Saturday night, was in 
an intoxicated condition, and had been caught 
selling liquor to men and boys over tho fence, was 
sent away yesterday afternoon by some Sharon 
Hill ladies who were left in charge of the cottage. 

The Sharon Hill people, all of whom have for 
years known Mrs. Meiville’s unfortunate habit, are 
unanimous in the expression of opinion that her 
husband is justified in what he has done. Dr. Long- 
streth, who has been Mrs. Melyille’s physician ever 
since she came to Sharon Hill, deciined to furnish 
any details for publication. He, however, said that 
he knew Mr. Melville had acted upon the advice of 
his friends; that he was sustained by the people of 
Sharon Hill, and that he (the Doctor) believed that 
he had done what his sense of duty to himself and 
family prompted him to do as an honorable man. 
Dr. Bartleson says about the same thing. As to the 
sanity or reyes | of Mrs. Melville when not under 
the infiuence of liquor each doctor declined to ex- 
press an opinion. She has been considered unbal- 
anced in mind for along time. Her mother died 
insane and her aunt died in an insane asylum. 

Some years ago Mr. Meiville was compelled to 
publish a warning to the publie not to trust his 
wife on his aceount. She is an excellent shot with 
a pistol or rifle, and on the occasion of her recent 
visit to Washington to interview Secretary Chan- 
dler about her allotment she threatened to shoot 
that official. 

Engineer Meiville returned from Norristown yes: 
terday, and was accompanied by his three cbil- 
dren. The party stopped forafew hours at the 
Continental Hotel, and then went on to Sharon 
Hill, where they remain for the present in the cot- 
tage. Mr. Melville’s sister was telegraphed for to 
take charge of the household. 
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PALSY AMONG THE VETERANS. 
From the Nashville (Tenn.) World, Sept. 17. 

We were surprised at the number of vete- 
rans we saw in attendance at the annual reunion 
who were more or less afflicted with paralysis 
Upon inquiry among those present we were still 
more astonished to learn that many of the vete- 
rans of the adjacent counties were confined at 


home with the same affliction—too feeble to be in 
attendance. We made diligent inquiry, and have 
become well satisfied that the mortality and snffer- 
ing from paralysis among tne Tennessee veterans 
of the Mexican warisat this time much greater 
than among the men of the same age of any other 
pursuit. This presents grave questions which 
are in the interest of science and of gen- 
eral humanity, and of special importance 
to the veterans of that war—perhaps the 
veterans of all wars. Among other questions we 
present these: First—Is the tendency to paralysis 
among the veterans of the Mexican war in Ten- 
nessee greater than among other citizens of the 
State of the same age and of similar habits? Sec- - 
ond—Does such tendency extend to the veterans 
of that war in any other orin all other localities? 
Third—What are the causes which have produced 
that tendency.and do they still exist? Fourth—W hat 
can the veteran do in the way of diet, habit, or 
medicine to avoid this tendency or palliate its con- 
sequences? Many other questions will present 
themselves to the scientific inquirer which, we 
hope, will receive the attention which the impor- 
tance of the subject claims. We raise these ques- 
tions not only im the interest of science in general, 
but of the veterans of the Mexican war in particu- 
lar. We think they open a wide field of investiga- 
tion, which we hope some adventurous man of 
sense will explore.

AN BLECTRIO EXPLOSION. 

From the Toronto Globe, Sept. 18. 
On the evening of Weanesday last, between 
5 and 6o0’clock, and during the thunder-storm, a 
brilliant electric aisplay ovcurred in the play: 
ground of the school of Section No. 8, Searboro, 
about 10 miles from Toronto. The school-house is 
upon one side “of the play-ground, and on the 


other side is the teacher’s residence, 10 or 12 rods 
distant. In a direct line and about midway be- 
tween the buildings two vivid flashes of lightning 
descended simuitaneously, meeting about eight or 
tem feet from the ground, and there forming a 
large ball of lightning.

New-Haven, Sept. 20.—The Republican 
convention to-day was entirely harmonious in Its 
action and was exceedingly fortunate in the selec- 
tlon of candidates and in the arrangement of the 
platform. Ex-Gov. Jewell presided and made a 
short speech, commending the party for what it 
had done in support of its principles and indorsing 
the course of the President, whose acts, he said, 
proved that no mistake was made in the second 
choice at Chicago. The attendance of delegates 
was much larger than usual, and leading men from 
all over the State were present. The entire 
proceedings were substantially as outlined in 
Tur Times’s dispatch last night. Lieut.-Gov. 
Bulkeley was nominated for Governor by acclama- 
tion. For Lieutenant-Governor the vote stood: 
John D, Candee, Bridgeport, 222; Lyman W. Coe, 


Wolcottville, 196; Charles L. Griswold, Chester, 8. 
Mr. Candee’s nomination was declared by aoclama- 
tion. Stiles ‘J’. Stanton was nominated for Secre- 
tary of State by acciamation. For Controller Gen. 
Frank D. Sioat, of New-Haven, was nominated. 
His vote was 258 to 74 for Charles L. Dean, of Ash- 
ford. For Treasurer Julius Converse, of Stafford, 
was chosen, receiving 280 votes to 112 for Samuel 
Bingham, of Windham. Thiscompleted the ticket. 
The platform was then adopted. as follows: 


The Republican Party of Connecticut reaffirms its 
creed of ali rights to all men; the preservation in- 
violate of each and every constitutional amendment; 
a free and fair ballot and the enactment and 
enforcement of appropriate legislation to pre- 
perve thts right, upon which the integrity 
of our institutions rests; a tariff reduced 
and revised, not only for revenue, but also 
for the protection of American labor against the 
labor of the (ld World; the abolition of useless offi- 
ces; equal taxation, anda rigid economy in all de- 
partments of the Nation and the State: the protection 
of? the rights and lberty of every American citizen at 
bome and abroad; education under the fostering care 
of the general and State Governments, which shail 
bring its advantages to the home of the humblest citi- 
zens: the purity of the bailet-box and its protec- 
tion against intimidation, bribery, and corruption; 
appropriate legislation for the encouragement of 
commerce, the reduction of the burdens of taxation, 
State and national, and the Nmitation of expenditures 
to the necessities of the Government; a judicious sys- 
tem of civil service reform, by which competent 
officers shall be secured for the public service, Federal, 
State, and municipal, and protected frem assessment 
and removal except for cause, 

The Republican Party, as an earnest of its future, 
refers to the record of its vast service, both in war 
and in peace, to the suppression of the rebellion, the 
abolition of slavery, the enfranchisementof a race, 
the resumption of specie payments, the preservation 
of the honor of the country, the payment of its debt, 
the universal prosperity at home and peace with a!

ALBANY, Sept. 20.—The State Bar Associa- 
tion continued its meeting here this morning. The 
Committee on Nominations reported the following 
named gentlemen as officers: President—W. C.

The report of the committee was adopted. 

D. H. Olmstead, of New-York, read an_ essay on 
the transfer of title to real estate. C.D. Adams 
oftered the following resolutions, which were 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the New-York State Bar-Association 
approves the principle of the bill passed by the United 
States Senate to establisn a Federal court of appeal 
in each circuit, and recommends its adoption as an 
act of Congress. 

Resolved, That these resolutions, properly authent!- 
cated by the signature of the President and Secretary, 
pe transmitted to both houses of Congress and tho 
President of the United States. 

A resolution favoring the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing for a fifth Gen- 
eral Term and the election ef two additional 
Judges was offered by G. B. Bradley. A long dis- 
cussion followed on the resolution, which was 
finally adopted. 

Associate Justice Miller, of the United States Su- 
preme Court, addressed the association, stating 
that in the formation of this society the lawyers 
bad taken a step in the direction of progress, and 
that the association was destined to wield a mighty 
influence for the good of the Bar and the increase 
of learning in the legal profession. He thought 
that this association ought, by legislative sanction, 
to be given power to control admission to and ex- 
pulsion from the Bar, and to diseipline dishonest 
and unfaitbful members of the profession, as is 
done by the laws of English courts. 

Mr. David Dudley Field presented a report on 
the Civil Code which he discussed at some length, 
stating that there were some parts of the Code 
which needed amendment, and urging such amend- 
ments. He also spoke of the necessity of adopt- 
ing the resolution offered by him that a codifica- 
tion of the laws should be proceeded with at 
once. Some discussion followed, after which 
Mr. Matthew Hale, of Albany, moved that the sub- 
jett be laid on the table, which motion was car- 
ried. Several essays were then read, after which 
the meeting adjourned. The next regular meet- 
ing is to be held on Jan. 20, 1884, but it is probable 
that 4 special meeting will be called some time 
next Summer.

Senator Hoar yesterday, in his address 
to the Republican convention at Worcester, 
made a strong appeal and a reasonably 
strong argument in favor of civil service re- 
form. The position which he took was an 
advanced one, and the prominence he gave 
to the subject undoubtedly corresponds to 
the degree of interest taken in it by the citi- 
zens of Massachusetts. The Senator pre- 
dicted that the ‘“‘ history of the struggles 
for emancipation, for equal civil rights, for 
honest money, for honest payment of the 
debt, for honest elections’’ will ‘‘ be repeated 
in the history of the struggle for reform in 
the civil service.” The difficulty with 
this prediction is that the struggles referred 
to have notall had thesame history. Eman- 
cipation, for instance, came about by the 
practical dissolution of the Whig Party and 
the formation of anew one from that and 
the Free Soil Democrats. Honest money, 
ion the other hand, was brought about by a 
combination between the sound men of both 
parties without a dissolution of either, while 
honest elections have not yet been achieved. 
'From each of these struggles, however, the 
(Republicans may take a useful lesson, which 
iin sum is that if the Republican Party does 
(not consent to undertake the reform of the 
(civil service it will ultimately be divided and 
tprobably dissolved. 


SE TCLS ET SEES ETI ANE 





The Republicans of Connecticut, in their 
convention yesterday, nominated a strong 
‘ticket and produced a very fair plat- 
form. There has been a spirited, but not 
thitter, contest for the honor of heading 

* ithe ticket, and Lieut.-Gov. W. H. BuLKE- 
iney has received the nomination. The 
candidate is a prominent business man in 
‘Hartford, an able and honest political lead- 
er, a citizen of high credit, and thor- 
joughly deserving the distinction which he 
'has attained. The popular principles that 
ishould govern promotion seem to have had 
iweight with the convention, and the Lieu- 
jtenant-Governor, who has discharged his 
iduties acceptably to his fellow-citizens, is 
ikely to be Governor of the State of Con- 
ecticut. The other nominations are not 
only above’ reproach, but are distributed so 
judiciously throughout the different sections 
of the State as to still the cries of locality 


and insure the success of the entire ticket.

The returns of the election which passed 
oft so quietly in Vermont that the country 
was rather surprised the next morning to 
learn that it had occurred, have been offi- 
cially declared. They give the Republican 
andidate for Governor a majority of 19,839 
in a total vote of 51,849. Both candidates 
or the House of Representatives had abso- 
ute majorities, but while that of Mr. Stew- 
ant in the First District was 8,710 in a total, 
lvote of 22,566, that of Mr. Povanp in the 
Second District was only 796 in a total vote 























































of 24,794. In Pouann’s district seven candi- 


dates were in nomination, and even with this 
ample choice 48 votes are recorded as ‘‘ scat- 
tering.’’ PoLaNnp’s unpopularity unques- 


tionably caused a good many Republicans 
to withhold their vote for Congress, and 


the Congressional vote as a whole was 8,489 
less than the vote for Governor. The Legis- 
lature:contains in the lower house 185 Re- 


publicans, 49 Democrats, 1 lonely Green- 
backer, and an equally lonely Independent; 


in the Senate there are 28 Republicans and 
2 Democrats. 














It cannot be denied that Mr. Henry 
Groree has the courage of his convictions, 
such as they are. Ata meeting of Church- 
men—of all others—held in London yester- 
day, he is reported to have declared that as 
amatter of abstract justice no compensa- 
tion should be awarded to the present Jand- 


owners when their land shall have been 
‘‘nationalized.’’ As he added that if the 
Government devoted the whole rental value 
of the land to taxation for public purposes 
very little hardship would ensue, it will be 
seen that neither in theory nor in practice does 
he concede the necessity of compensation. 
What he proposes is robbery out-and-out. 
This he calls the principle of free trade car- 
ried to its logical conclusion; but how 
there is to be ‘‘free trade” under a system 
which deprives the land-owner of that which 
he can exchange, it is difficult to see. 
There is no right of property recognized in 
civilized communities which rests on a 
firmer foundation than that in land, and 
Mr. GEORGE must be a very dull observer if 
he does not see that there could be no form 
of robbery more gross and oppressive than 
that which would be perpetrated by the 
‘‘Government’’ under pretense of serving 


“public purposes.” If the Government 
were administered by angels the principle 
would be mischievous; but administered as 
it is by fallible men, the process would be 
one of incalcylable wrong and persecution. 





The Illinois Liquor-Dealers’ Association 
is wiser in its day and generation than its 
fellow of Indiana. It declined yesterday, 
in its meeting at Springfield, to indorse the 
Democratic platform and ticket or to de- 


nounce those of the Republicans, on grounds 


of expediency, but the purpose of its mem- 
bers in the matter is not open to much 
doubt. In Indiana the openly avowed coali- 


tion between the Democratic managers and 


the liquor-dealers has created much dis- 
gust among the more decent Demo- 
crats, and has been very sharply crit- 
icised by a number of the Democratic 
journals. One result of the recent agitation 
in the West regarding prohibition has been 


a pronounced tendency amcug ihe liquor- 
dealers themselves to unite with the more 
conservative of the politicians of both parties 
for the enactment of stringent license laws. 
It is probable that a movement of this kind 
may be the ultimate outcome of the activity 
of the Prohibitionists. 





THE RESULT AT SARATOGA. 

It is hardly worth while analyzing the in- 
fluences which have contributed to the 
nomination of Judge FouiGerR as the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of this 
State. The fact is there that the Gould- 
Conkling combination, backed by all the 
power which the Federal Administration 
could exert, has accomplished what it 
set out to do. The result will 
be a disappointment to the majority of Re- 
publicans and toa large number of voters 
who, on other than party grounds, have ap- 
preciated the significance of the fight made 
against Gov. CoRNELL. It may also turn 
out to be a disappointment to the men who 
have been mainly instrumental in bringing 
it about. 

The alleged representatives of the party 
have deliberately set aside the strongest can- 
didate presented to them, and have chosen a 
nominee who, if not the weakest in public 
estimation, is, at least, the representative of 
the weakest and most unpopular section of 
the Republican Party. We have nothing to 
say against Judge Fo.Ger’s fitness to exer- 
cise fairly and intelligently the duties of 
Executive of this State. He has done 
a few things as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury calculated to excite public dis- 
trust, and his past political record 
has not been free from suggestions of sym- 
pathy with the baser elements of both par- 
ties. But the fact remains that his course 
in Washington has been too resolutely un- 
compromising to please the men who have 
engineered his canvass for the Governorship, 
and that a desire to get him out of the 
Treasury with dignity and dispatch has 


been the actuating motive of a good 
deal of his support. That Judge 
FoLGER would, as Governor, prove 


as little susceptible to the lower forms of 
partisan influence as he has done in the 
Treasury Department is extremely proba- 
ble. That he will, if elected, be as little in 
favor with the professional wire-pullers, 
after a year’s service, as Gov. CORNELL is 
to-day we see no reason to doubt. Pledges 
have, doubtless, been made on his behalf 
for which he ought not to be held responsi- 
ble, and which he is as little likely to be 
able to redeem as the President will be to 
award the offices whose distribution has 
been conditioned on giving a vote for the 
Administration candidate. 


When the other party has placed its can- 
didate in the field it will be time enough to 
compare the relative claims of the two as- 
pirants for the Governorship. Meanwhile, 
it is sufficient to note the fact that the Re- 
publican Party is represented by a candi- 
date who is not in any sense the choice of 
a majority of its voters, and who, if elected 
at all, must owe his election rather to the in- 
stinct of party fealty than to that of popular 
choice. We have nothing to modify or 
to retract of all that has been said in these 
columns regarding the danger of affixing the 
stigma of party censure to the administra- 
tion of Gov. Cornet. To the record of 
that administration the party must appeal 
for a renewal of public confidence, but it 
must do so with the serious drawback of 
having rejected the man who has made 
the political capital on which it must 
largely depend. Judge Foricrr may be 
sustained as a public ‘servant equal- 
ly certain to be a jealous guardian of 
the trust committed to him, but the ugly 
fact cannot be concealed that it is precisely 
because of his resolute fidelity to that trust 
that Gov. Cornexun has been denied the 





customary indorsement of a second nomi- 


nation. Jay Govunp has triumphed at 
Saratoga, let the facts be distorted ever 
so ingeniously. Future Governors of this 


State have been warned that they cannot 


safely run counter to the schemes of GouLp, 


be the Republican candidate ever so strict a 
constructionist of the obligations which the 
State Executive owes to the people. Resco 


ConkKLING, too, has had an invaluable ad- 
vertisement as a legal practitioner, for the 


fact has been made manifest to all men that 
when he adds his political influence to a 
liberal retaining fee he throws in no con- 
temptible makeweight. 


We have no desire to disturb the party 


harmony of which Judge Foterr’s nomi- 
nation will be assumed to be the pledge. 
CoRNELL and all the disturbing influences 
which he represented are out of the cam- 
paign. We should have regarded itas a 
healthier symptom of New-York Republi- 
canism that it dared to be aggressive, dared 
to challenge the vested interests which Cor- 
NELL had offended, and to set aside 
once and for all the personal dicta- 
tion which he defied. We are entirely 
willing to see it demonstrated that the party 
can still triumph when it yields to the call 
of expediency and bends the knee to the 
astute and not over-scrupulous managers 
who have imposed on it this new load. For 
that would argue an amount of vitality in 
the Republicanism of the State which would 
place it in a position where under more 
favorable circumstances it would be 
simply invincible. If the task set before 
the ’party should prove too heavy, it will 
be demonstrably the fault of certain persons 
whose personality is sufficiently prominent 
to leave no doubt as to where to place the 
responsibility for defeat. The Democratic 


capacity for blundering is, fortunately, well 
enough assured to render the prospect 
of carrying the State with any Re- 
publican candidate of presumed honesty 
by no means hopeless. But, defeated 
or victorious, the Republican Party 
of New-York has received a blow in 
the house of its friends which is a purely 
gratuitous trifling with its strength, and 
which will do more than anything which 
has happened in the last ten years to dimin- 
ish its capacity for growth and to leave it 
without the sympathy or respect of those 


who looked to it as the exponent of political 
morality and the champion of administrative 


reform, 





THE NEW-YORK DEMOORATS. 
One of the Tammany leaders in Syracuse 
is credited with saying that the only candi- 
date that he favors is General Harmony. 
This is really the key of the Democratic 
situation, although the saying does not come 


with a good grace from men who have done 
their best to sow dissension in a party which 


they could not control. It is very clear 
that the most important business to come 
before the Democratic convention in Syra- 


cuse is the admission of the delegates 
from this City. And, to narrow the 
issue somewhat, the terms on which 


Tammany will be proffered admission to the 
convention are of the very first importance 
to the Democrats of New-York. Until 
these details are settled, nothing that the 


convention does in other directions can 
attract much attention. As usual, the 
country delegates express their utter weari- 
ness with the long-continued quarrel be- 


twixt Tammany and Anti-Tammany. They 
are willing and anxious to make every pos- 
sible concession in order to secure harmony 
among the delegates from this City. Is it 
possible that any basis of agreement can be 
arrived at, and that there can be peace be- 
twixt the three factions, Hall, Tam 
many, and the County Democracy?

It is evident that Tammany is disposed to 
be less exacting than usual in its dictation 
of terms of admission to the convention, 
although KELLY is not at all likely to dis- 
close inadvance of the assembling of the 
convention just how much he is willing to 
concede to harmony. The country dele- 
gates (by which we mean all delegates out- 
side of Tammany, Irving Hall, and the 


County Democrats) are disposed to re- 
gard as a fair compromise the admis- 
sion of all three of the New- 


York delegations, with the voting power 
of a sole delegation equally divided 
among the three. This is likely to be ac- 
ceptable to Tammany, which has the largest 
number of votes in this City, but not to the 
County Democrats, who have on their side a 
semblance of regularity by which they set 
great store. The Tammany men are quite 
as weary of their long-continued and fre- 
quent knocking on the doors of Democratic 
conventions as ‘‘the hay-loft and cheese- 
press Democrats’ are of the unprofitable 
strife that has kept those doors closed. The 
question of ‘“‘regularity,’’ of which the Coun- 
ty Democrats make so much, isan old one in 
Democratic conventions. For many years reg- 
ularity was the sole possession of Tammany 
Hall. Nevertheless, while Tammany was 
emphatically indorsed by the Democracy of 
the State as being technically regular, it was 
compelled to divide its representation at 
least once (in 1876) with an Anti-Tammany 
delegation from this City. In 1880, the 
regularity of Tammany having meanwhile 
fallen under suspicion, it was accorded one- 
half of the delegation from New-York, and 
Tammany and Anti-Tammany marched into 
the convention at Saratoga in that year arm- 
in-arm and with beautiful brotherliness. 
Next came an arbitrary and total exclusion, 
and the Anti-Tammany men were left in 
full possession of the field. 


It remains to be scen whether the man- 
agers of the New-York Democracy will have 
the wisdom and shrewdness to compose 
these internal dissensions and to organize 
for the coming campaign with united and 
solid ranks. The result of the Republican 
Convention in Saratoga will undoubtedly 
stimulate the Democratic leaders to secure a 
truce to domestic strifes and to make nomi- 
nations that shall command respect. No- 
body knows better than they the discontent 
which is sure to follow a wide-spread belief 
that a national Administration is interfering 
in State politics. Seeing that there is likely 
to be lukewarmness and indifference in the 
train of a nominee who may be said to have 
been forced upon his party, the Democratic 
managers are certain to rally all their powers 
to complete the reunion of their own di- 
vided ranks. 

If merequestions of regularity and legiti- 
macy were all that entered into the contest 
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betwixt the Democratic factions of this City, 


that harmony which Spryoua is said to 
covet so ardently would be attained without 
delay. But the real fight is for the political 


spoils of the City of New-York. Although 


Tammany controls a larger vote than either 


of the other factions, the County Democracy 
is in possession of the local machinery 
of the party, and, what is of more 
importance—the offices. While Tammany 


held this position, Anti-Tammany had 
hard fights for recognition by State 
Conventions. Long abstinence has cooled 
the arrogance of the Tammany leaders, and 
although they have undeniably the greatest 


voting strength, they are ready to make 


concessions, or, at least, to receive proposals 
for another readjustment. It must be ad- 
mitted by disinterested observers that a 
Tammany bolt would just now be a more 


serious matter than a bolt by the County 


Democracy, were such a thing possible. 
The loss of Tammany’s voting power, by 
any misadventure whatever, is what the 
leaders of the Democracy are determined, if 
possible, to avoid. The Tammany bolt of 
1879 must be ‘‘ condoned”’ at any cost, and 
Joun Kewuy’s delegation must be taken 
into the convention on terms that will insure 
harmony. The distribution of the spoils of 
the New-York offices will be deferred to a 
more convenient season. This is the for- 
midable programme to be adopted by the 
Democracy in Syracuse to-day. The selec- 
tion of candidates will excite less popular 
interest than the work which precedes 
nominations. 





THE MASSACHUSETIS REPUBLI- 
CANS. 


The Republicans of Massachusetts have 
vindicated the honesty of their professions 


on one subject at least. They have nomi- 
nated Mr. Bisnor as their candidate for 
Governor and relegated Mr. Crapo to pri- 
vate life. This is the first conspicuous in- 
stance of retribution for the iniquity of the 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill. There 
isno manner of doubt that but for his action 


on that measure Mr. Crapo would have 
received the nomination. His intended 


candidacy, which was announced early in 
the canvass, was received with general 


favor. His record in Congress up to that 


time was considered highly creditable. He 
was regarded as an able, industrious, 


and upright Representative, notwithstand- 
ing his speculation in Geneva award claims, 
and his successful management of the bill 
for renewing the charters of the national 
banks had added materially to his reputa- 
tion and popularity. The opposition to 
him was feeble and divided, and there was 
every prospect that it would dwindle away 
until in the convention he would be 
practically without a rival. With this pros- 
pect before him he abandoned all intention 
of seeking a re-election to Congress and left 
the canvass in his district free to other as- 
pirants. Then came the passage of the 
River and Harbor bill over the President’s 
veto with Mr. Crapo’s name recorded in its 
favor. Public opinion in Massachusetts 


had been pronounced against the extrava- 


gance and jobbery embodied in that meas- 
ure, and its passage was condemned almost 
unanimously by the Republican press of the 
State. Condemnation of the measure would 
have been worse than meaningless if it had 
been followed by a reward of those who 
shared the responsibility of its passage. 

From the day on which that fatal vote 
was cast the prospects of Mr. Crapo be- 
gan to wane, and his principal rival for the 
nomination gained strength until he went 
into the convention with a clear majority of 
the party delegates in his favor. By nomi- 
nating Mr. BrisHor the convention avoided 
a mistake which would have _ been 
extremely embarrassing. On no question 
more evidence of popular 
feeling than that injected into the canvass 
by the passage of the River and Harbor bill, 
and the convention was expected to give ex- 
pression to what was unquestionably the 
Republican sentiment on the subject. Con- 
gressman Roprnson, who had been selected 
as the Chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, was one of the two Massachusetts 
Republicans who voted against the River 
and Harbor bill, and was consequently in a 
position to express the sentiment of the party 
in regard to it; butif Crapo was to be the 
candidate consistency would require that 
the subject should be ignored. This would 
have placed the party in a ridiculous po- 
sition. As itis, the condemnation is chiefly 
inferential and conveyed with far more 
emphasis in the nomination than in the 
platform. 


had there been 


Senator Hoar had been selected by the 
State Committee as the permanent presid- 
ing officer of the convention before he 
appeared as the champion of extravagance 
and jobbery in Congress, and it had not 
been deemed expedient to change the pro- 
gramme in that respect. Courtesy there- 
fore demanded that he should be received 
without any demonstration of hostility, and 
its requirements were heeded. In his speech 
to the convention he discreetly avoided all 
reference to the River and Harbor bill, 
but he did not show an equal degree of dis- 
cretion in dealing with other questions. One 
of the principal demands of the time is for 
the reform of our incongruous and burden- 
some tariff. It was to be expected that the 
convention would define the present position 
of the Republican Party in Massachusetts 
on this subject, and it was natural that 
the Chairman should make some refer- 
ence to it. But it might have been 
expected that he would look at it as a 
broad national question and express 
the views of a statesman on its far-reaching 
relations. Mr. Hoar took occasion to dem- 
onstrate that he was no statesman by treat- 
ing it inthe narrowest view of its relations 
to the manufactures of Massachusetts. In 
doing this he furnished the convention with 
ameasure of his intellect which, taken in 
connection with the display of sagacity 
lately made in defending the worst speci- 
men of jobbery that Congress has been guilty 
of for many a year, ought to relieve the 
people of the State of any further doubt 
as to the expediency of finding a suc- 
cessor for him in the United States Sen- 
ate. Perhaps he was justified in making 
this exhibition of his narrowness and 
shallowness, but he had no right to 
assume that his personal doctrine of 
protection was a cardinal principle of Re- 
publican faith. It has never been so de- 
clared or accepted. In representing it as 


© 


such, and in distorting the record of Con- 


gressional action and the aims and purposes 
of English free traders, he did not even 
leave himself the merit of ingenuousness 


whichhas generally been conceded to him 
eyen by those who had little respect for his 


intellectual pretensions. 
While the platform itself declares in favor 
of the principle of protection, as was to be 


expected, it is very moderate in its expres- 
sions on the subject and does not assume 


that it isa ‘‘ fundamental Republican doc- 
trine.’’ It calls for a reduction of national 
taxation and a revision of the tariff as one 


of its incidents, but insists that ‘‘ the prin- 
ciple of discrimination for the protection 
and encouragement of American in- 
dustries shall be adhered to and such 
adjustment of details made that relief 
shall come where most needed and the 
important interests involved be not reck- 


lessly disturbed.’’ This is moderate protec- 
tion doctrine, and doubtless fairly represents 
the present attitude of most Massachusetts 
Republicans. Other features of the plat- 
form are sound and progressive, but the 
document as a whole is diffusive and com- 
placent rather than incisive and to the point. 








THE NEW COMET. 

Eight or nine years ago there was a ru- 
mor that M. PLhanrame - , a distinguished 
European astronomer, had discovered a 
comet that would certainly come in colli- 
sion with the earth in the course of a few 
months. At first both PLANTAMOTR and 
his comet were derided as impostors, but 
when it was finally discovered that Puan- 
TAMOUR was a real person and a habitual 
astronomer, many people hastily decided 
that his alleged comet was also real. Fora 


time there was a good deal of alarm felt 


among those who were ignorant of astrono- 
my, but this alarm subsided when M. Pian- 
TAM@UR expressly denied that he had dis- 
covered a comet or that he had ever im- 
agined that a comet would strike the earth. 
The other day M. PLanramMour died, ’and 
by asingular coincidence a comet was al- 
most simultaneously discovered in the act of 
rushing directly at the earth in broad day- 
light and in the boldest possible manner, 


The new comet is in many respects a pe- 


culiar one. Its spectrum shows that it con- 
tains sodium. It will not do to jump to the 
conclusion that this fact means that some 
one has been putting salt on the comet’s tail, 
but it certainly does mean that the comet 
consists of something more than highly at- 
tenuated hydrogen gas. Hitherto astrono- 
mers have been in the habit of saying that 
ordinary comets are so light and impalpable 


that should one of them come in collision 


with the earth we should probably fail to 
notice that anything had happened. The 
atmosphere might be a little hazy, and we 
might, by chemical analysis, find that it 
contained an unusual quantity of hydrogen, 
but the comet would be utterly harmless. 


lt will be impossible to talk in this way of 
the new comet. Sodium, and blazing so- 
dium at that, is not the sort of thing that 


can be hurled in an enormous quantity and 
at a high velocity against the earth without 
hurting somebody. Nocautious and intelli- 
gent astronomer will think it safe to monkey 
—if a strictly scientific term is permissible— 
with a sodium comet, and the danger of a 
collision with it will be admitted by every- 
body. 

So far little is known of the orbit of the 


new comet. The astronomers at the Wash- 
ington Observatory inform us that the de- 
flection of the sodium lines proves that the 
comet is coming toward the earth ‘‘at a 
planetary velocity’’—or, in other words, at 
a tremendously high speed, and that it has 
in all probability passed the sun. Probably 
we failed to see it, either at night or in the 
day-time, while it was approaching the sun, 
for the reason that it was then a long dis- 
tance from the earth. Now that it has gone 
round the sun it is so near us that we can- 
not help seeing it, and it will continue to 
grow .brighter and brighter as it nears the 
earth. 


May not the exceptional weather that we 
have endured this Summer be due to the 
comet? While the comet was approaching 
the sun, we had the intensely hot days of 
July and August. When it went behind 
the sun, we were protected from its heat 
and enjoyed the cool weather of the last 
three weeks, just as the Summer boarder en- 
joys the cool hours toward the end of the 
day when the sun goes behind the barn. 
Now that the comet has emerged from be- 
hind the sun, the intensely hot weather has 
returned with it. If this bea true explana- 
tion of the weather of the last two months, 
and if the comet is really approaching the 
earth, we may expect tosuffer from weather 
hot enough to convert Mr. Bos INGERSOLL 
from his unbelief. 


It is often said that the movements of the 
heavenly bodies are regulated so perfectly 
that there is nct the slightest danger that a 
comet will ever strike the earth. Facts do 
not support this charming theory. The 
meteorites that constantly come into collision 
with the earth are as much heavenly bodies 
as is any comet, and, indeed, they are bée- 
lieved to have been at one time or another 
component parts of comets’ tails. Moreover, 
comets have frequently mixed themselves 
up with Jupiter’s moons in a most irregular 
and reprehensible way. There is no reason 
to doubt that a collision between a comet 
and the earth is quite possible, and it may 
be that the new comet is about to demon- 
strate this fact to the satisfaction of the most 
incredulous person, 

Of course, the comet may be coming to- 
ward us without the slightest intention of 
hitting us, and may pass us at a distance of 
thirty or forty millions of miles.» It may 
also be true that the alarming reports as to 
its direction and speed may be the cunning 
devices of Coney Island hotel-keepers, anx- 
ious to prolong ‘‘the season,’’ or of Vassar 
students who wish to study a little astrono- 
my on the back piazza or on the roof be- 
fore returning to their regular studies. It 
must be confessed, however, that the Wash- 
ington astronomers are probably acting in 
good faith, and that the comet does present 
a threatening appearance. If it does strike 
the earth we shall have the consolation that 
our sufferings will be extremely brief, for it 
will certainly and permanently knock the 
earth out of time in one round—(Sir Isaac 
Newron’s rules.) 








A closer examination of the breadstuffs 
movement for Aucust discloses some striking con- 


trasts and hints as to alterations of trade currents. 
In values thore was an increase from $25,547,521 to 
$28,864,987, but the improvement is very far from 
being equably distributed among the various items. 
The exports of Indian eorn were only. 269,128 bush- 
els, being an enormous decline from the 6,704,984 
bushels ‘of August, 1881. Making the comparison 
in values, the figures are $243,101 for August, 1882, 
and $4,050,355 for 1881. Wheat shows a similar 
striking increase, trom 14,378,024 bushels in August, 
1881, to 20,821,097 in last month. The increase in 
value was from $17,764,165 to $24,289,382, Wheat 
flour increased by 87,239 barrels, to 676,115, and in 
value by $576,925, to $4,189,599. New-Orleans and 
San Francisco are the ports showing the great- 
est changes. At New-Orleans there was an in- 
crease, comparatively small in amount but large 
in percentage, of over a million dollars, 
and at San Francisco there was a decrease 
of $169,000. Associating the two movements, 
the inference seems to be that the new 
route by rail to New-Orleans is gaining favor in 
comparison with the all-water route from San 
Francisco. The lake ports almost uniformly show 
a decrease, in some cases of an important ratio. 
This Is scarcely the result which was expected to 
follow the enlargement of the Welland Canal, and 
surely has a meaning in connection with the in- 
crease at Chicago and the increase of tolls over 
the Erie Canal.

A partial effort has been made to restore in 
discernible shape the street numbers and names 
on lamp-posts which were rendered worthless and 
illegible by the substitution of electric lights on 
tall poles for the ordinary gas lamps. Numbers 
have been painted on metal rings and hung at the 
top of the discarded gas-lamps, with the design of 
making them legible. By this primitive means the 
former defect has been partly—and only partly— 
remedied. No attempt has as yet been made to 
replace the fire telegraph signals, which have been 
made {useless since the electric lights were intro- 
duced in the streets. The importance of these 
colored glass signs, indicating as they did at a 
glanoe the location of fire-alarm boxes, is self-ap- 
parent. The aid which they gave in securing an 
early alarm of fire is so great that it seems remark- 
able that nothing has been done for many months 
by the authorities to make the electric light com- 


panies display substitute signals for those they have 


rendered ineffective. A square of red glass placed in 
front of the electric light globes nearest the alarm- 
boxes would serve the same useful purpose as the 
old signals, and would remove the necessity of a 
hunt after signal-boxes whieh would have to ensue 
under the present condition of affairs along ave- 
nues lighted by electricity. The costis so trifling 
and the labor so small that wonld thus remedy the 
difficulty that there should be no longer any delay 
in making the change. At the same time it is 
proper to remark that the street numbers would 
be. much more distinct and legible were they paint- 
edin large letters on the electric light globes, in- 
stead of on the metal rings on the abandoned 
lamp-posts. This fact is readily apparent, for the 
reason that the name of the company operating 
the lights can be very readily deciphered on the 
globes. The name of the street substituted there- 
for would be much more useful to strangers, as 


well as residents of the City.

The cable announces that Lord DrLLon has 
caused a thousand ejectment decrees to be posted 
at the Swineford Court-house, County Mayo. 
Among all the eases which have been put. on record 


to illustrate the hardships which were possible 
under the land laws of Ireland, nore has been con- 
sidered stronger than that of Lord Dmton’s ten- 
ants. They number some 4,000, and are settled 
upon an estate in the northern part of the county, 
surrounding the small town of Ballaghaderrin. 
Four years ago the aggregate rental was close on 
$150,000 a year. It had been gradually raised to 
this figure from $50,000, although it was admitted 
that no marked improvement had taken place 
in the condition of the land, which was at 
no time sufficiently good to afford the 
occupiers coarse food, provided they were to pay 
their rents from the proceeds of the farm crops. 
But such was their attachment to the homes of 
their forefathers that they made annual harvesting 
trips to England and sent home their savings. So 
long as the English farmers required their services 
they were prompt inrent-paying. The agricultural 
depression at the other side of the Channel took 
away from them their main prop, and in one year 
there was a falling off in Post Office orders from 
England of over $50,000. The late Lord Ditrow had 
never seen his Irish estate, and it Is said that the 
present lord has also abstained from making it a 
visit. A worthy gentleman named STRICKLAND was 
the agent, having succeeded to the position at the 
death of his father. But for the liberality with 
which the tenants were helped from the re- 
lief funds raised in America and Australia 
hundreds of them would have died of starvation. 
Mr. STRICKLAND was well aware of this fact, and 
declined to carry out the harsh measures which 
Lord Druton dictated from England. The result 
was his resignation and the appointment of one of 
a class of men which has come into existence 
through the determination of certain landlords to 
have their rents regardless of consequences, The 
new agent was assisted by Lord Ditton’s son, and 
a district which for many years had been free from 
crime had to be given over to the charge of sol- 
diersand Police. It would be a great blessing to 
Lord Driton’s 4,000 tenants if they were to leave 
Ireland ina body. The intention of the emigra- 
tion clause of the Arrears act was to provide for 
the settlement of tenants of this kind on the pub- 
lic lands of Canada or elsewhere, and it is to be 
hoped they may be induced to take advantage of it.

The time is likely to come when the history 
of mining in this country will be written, for the 
material which could be collected for such a work 
is abundant and of a most varied character. The 
inorease of scientific knowledge has in few depart- 
ments of industry been productive of better re- 
sults. A mining expert at the present time is al- 
most at aloss to comprehend what induced men 
to sink shafts and build mills in some of the ex- 
treme Western States and Territories. Money was 
spent in this way to the amount of millions of dol- 
lars, and in some of the abandoned mining towns 
west of the Rocky Mountains the ruins of former 
establishments stand as a lingering evidence of 
misdirected industry. A great partof this work 
was carried on in good faith, in the belief that 
gold or silver in paying quantities would be found; 
but a mining engineer at the present time would 
decide, under like conditions, that the results were 
altogether too uncertain to warrant the expendi- 
ture of money. Gold and silver mining is a very 
uncertain undertaking even now; but the risks are 
now appreciably less than they were a generation 
ago, for the reason that those in the business un- 
derstand better where and when not to work. En- 
terprises are, however, earried onnow and brought 
to a successful conclusion that in other days would 
have been abandoned. An instance of this is given 
in the experience of the owners of a profitable 
gold mine on what is termed the Mother Lode in 
California, so called because itis supposed to be 
the original source of all of the gold-bearing quartz 
veins in that State. A peculiarity about this lode 
is that itis covered by a cap formed of iron py- 
rites of variable thickness, with which the gold- 
bearing quartz is combined. The mineral in the up- 
per portion of this cap has been disintegrated by 
the action of the elements, and is workable, but 
that in the lower part cannot be converted without 
great expense. Those who first entered on this 
work were so well contented with the results ob- 
tained from the early digging that they put all of 
their money into machinery, and hence, when the 
range of disintegrated stone was passed, they had 
no money to sink their shafts deeper, and were 
forced to abandon the undertaking. One of these 
abandoned mines was bought up by a company of 
men who, after carefully studying the subject, 
were convinced that the shaft had only to be car- 
ried downward to strike the lode in one of its 
widest parts. The average depth of the iron cap 
has been about 400 feet, but in this instance the 
shaft was sunk more than 1,200 feet, those inter- 
ested pledging and borrowing wherever they 
could after their own funds had been exhausted. 
It was a brilliant example of nerve when based on 
scientific judgment. Less well-informed men 
would have abandoned the attempt; but when, 
after long waiting, the quartz lode was strack, it 
proved to pe one of the richest mines in California. 
The experience of those who projected the work 
on the Calumet and Hecla copper mine is a 
somewhat similar instance of scientific courage. 
The plan involved spending a very large sum, 
amounting to more than a milllon dollars. before 
any returns could be obtained.

OBITUARY. 
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LIEUT.-COL. HARVEY A. ALLEN. 
Lieut.-Col. Harvey A. Allen, a retired of. 


ficer of the United States Army, diea at his resi-« 
dencein Schraalenburg, N, J., yesterday, of apo 
plexy. He had seen a great deal of active service, 
particularly during the Mexican war, and had been 


repeatedly commended for his bravery. He was 
born in North Carolina, and was appointed from 


that State to the United States Military Academy 
in the Summer of 1837. He was graduated from 
that institution July 1, 1841, and was promoted to 
be Second Lieutenant in the Second United States 
Artillery. After serving for a while in the garri- 
sons of Fort Columbus, New-York, and Fort Mifilin, 
Pennsylvania, he was sent to the Military Academy, 
where he remained as Assistant Professor of Math- 
ematics fortwo years. In 1846 he accompanied his 
regiment to Mexico, and fought in the battles of 
Vera Cruz, Cerro Gordo, San Antonio, Cherubusco, 
and Molino del Rey. He was promoted to a See- 
ond Lientenancy March 3, 1847, and for gallant 
conduct at Molino del Rey was brevetted Captain. 
He was an active participant at Chapultepec and 
in the assault and capture of the city of Mexico, 
After the close of the Mexican war he did 
garrison duty for several years at Forts Moultrie 
and Pinckney, South Carolina, and Fort Hamilton, 
New-York. He was made a Captain in 1854, 
and was engaged in the Seminole war in 
Fiorida, Capt. Allen served with credit during the 
war of the rebellion. He accompanied the ex- 
pedition to relieve Fort Pickens, Florida, in 1861, 
and remained in defense of the work until tha 
Fall of 1864, when he was placed in command of 
Fort Federal Hill, Baltimore, Md. In August, 
1862, he was promoted to be Major of the Second 
Artillery. After the close of the war he was de- 
tailed to the command at San Francisco Harbor 
and subsequently at other Pacific coast defenses. 
He was sentto Sitka, Alaska,in September, 1871, 
and remained on duty there until January, 1573. 
After that he served at Fort Macon and Raleigh, 
N.C,, and at the Washington Arsenal. In July, 
1877, he was made Lieutenant-Colonel of his rezi- 
ment, and after a leave of absence of a few 
months he resumed duty at Fort McHenry, Mary- 
land. He retired from the service a short time 
since, after a continuous service of about 40 years. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow forenoon at 
11:30 o'clock at Schraalenburg. The interment 
will be in Green-Wood Cemetery.

ANDREW J. WOOD. 

Andrew J. Wood, formerty one of the most 
prominent business men of this City, died on Tnes- 
day at his home in Orange, N. J. He was born in 
Greenfield, Saratoga County, this State, 65 years 
ago. While yet. a yeung man he came to this City 
and became a member of tke dry goods house of 
Stuart, Squires & Co.,in Duane-street. Afterward, 
about 1861, he established the firm of A. J. Wood & 
Co., in Washington-street. His interests extended 
in many and varied directions. He was the prin- 


cipal owner of the Thames Woolen Company’s 
mill, at Montville, Conn., one of the largest woolen 
mills in this country. He had heavy investments 
in two large gold mines in Idaho. He was a Di- 
rector and one of the founders of the Ninth Na 
tional Bank, and to him also was largely due the 
establishment of the Union Dime Savings Bank, of 
which he long continued a Trustee. Mr. Wood 
was specially well known in down-town business 
circles. He was amember of the Board of Man- 
agers of the Produce Exchange and an oflicer of 
several corporations. For 15 years he resided in 
Brooklyn and was a member of the Clinton-Ave- 
nue Congregational Church. being one of tne late 
Rey. Dr. Budington’s closest personal friends. Six 

ears ago the loss of health obliged him to rétire 
hee active business life, and he moved with his 
family to Orange. During the past year he was 
confined to his bed and suffered severe afllictions. 
He leaves a widow, four daughters, and three 
sons.

TRYING TO MAKE HARMONY 


ASSEMBLING OF THE DEMOCRATS 
AT SYRACUSE. 

A SETTLEMENT GIVING REPRESENTATION 

TO TAMMANY, IRVING HALL, AND THE 

PURROY FACTION DECIDED ON—GEN. 

SLOCUM IN THE FRONT FOR GOVERNOR. 


Syracuse, Sept. 20.—Delegates to the 
Democratic Convention have been coming into 
the city from all points of the compass and by 
every train that has arrived since morning. 
The last and largest contingent comprised the 
three rival delegations from New-York, which 
reached here at 7 o’clock this evening in two 
trains of 15 cars each. More than two- 
thirds of the delegates are now on the 
ground and the preliminary work of 
the convention—the canvassing, wire-pulling, 
trading, and dickering has fairly commenced. 
Tammany, with its band of music, made a 
great splurge on its arrival, and signalized its 
entrance into town by collecting a larger 
crowd, marching in procession through the 
streets, and making more noise than all the 
other delegations vnut together. A huge ban- 
ter stretched across the main street advertises 
the head-quarters of the Kelly delegation, and 
all means have been adopted to impress the 
rural delegates with the magnitude and im- 
portance of the Boss’s following. 

If there has been any doubt about the 
recognition of Tammany by the convention, 
the doubt no longer exists. The Kelly bolt of 
1879 will be forgiven and the Tammany chief, 
with all his following, will be taken back into 
the fold and allowed an equal voice in the 
convention. In fact, this much had been sub- 
stantially settled by the leaders of tne different 
factions before the Tammany delegation ar- 
rived. The terms of the settlement are under- 
stood to be these: Tammany Hall, together 
with lrving Hall and the anti-Kelly faction of 
Tammany, is to represent one-half of the Demo- 
cratic Party of the City, and to have 36 votes 
in the convention; the County Democracy is 


to represent the other half, and also to have 
35 votes; the three irregular factions are to 
settle the personnel of their representation to 
suit themselves. This settlement purports to 
be based on the vote cast by the various fac- 
tions last Fall when Tammany Hall, Irving 
Hall, and the Purroy faction practically 
worked together against the County Democ- 
racy. There is some kicking against this mode 
of settling the difficulty, and many delegates 
ure opposed to the admission of Tammany 
iall under any circumstances, but a majority 
of the convention are for union and harmony 
at any cost, and the plan adopted by the lead- 
ers and acquiesced in after much hesitation by 
“Dan” Manning will undoubtedly be carried 
out. 

This settlement of the Tammany difficulty 
has been brought about by influences that will 
materially affect the fortunes of candidates 
for places on the State ticket. Whether it is 
the result of bargaining and dickering, hon- 
orabie or otherwise, cannot be definitely 
stated and is not of much consequence in 
Democratic politics, but the effect will be to 
materially change the position and prospects 
of candidates from what they were yesterday. 
It will practically take Mayor Cooper out of 
the - field as a candidate for yovernor, 
although he can hardly be said to have been 
in the field, since neither he nor his friends 
have yet announced positively that he was a 
candidate, It will also lessen the chances for 
the Gubernatorial nomination of Mr. Flower, 
who up to this afternoon has been by far the 
strongest candidate in the field. As to Mr. 
Cleveland, the candidate of Erie and ad- 
joining counties; Mr. Hutchins, Homer 
A. Nelson and Erastus Corning, they will 
all be virtually shoved off the track. The 
candidate who is to gain mostly and in whose 
interest the whole programme is said to have 
been arranged is Gen. Slocum. The Kings 
County delegation has been pressing the 
ciaims of Gen. Slocum with geat persistency 
ever since it arrived in Syracuse. They have 
urged the old arguments that Kings County 
bas for a whole generation been unrepre- 
sented on a Democratic State ticket; that 
she has asked nothing for herself 
while steadfastly bearing aloft the Dem- 
ocratic banner, and = that now for 
the first time she presents herself with a re- 
organized and united party and asks with one 
voice to have Gen. Slocum placed ut the head 
of the ticket. These arguments appear to 
have had great weight with leading Demo- 
crats throughout the State, and their force is 
conceded by the rank and file of the party. 
They could not be gainsaid by Mr. ** Dan” 
Manning, who represents the Tilden interest, 
and they carried additional weight with 
that interest from the fact that its 
strongest ally had always’ been the 
Kings County Democracy. Another important 
consideration that had weight in the confer- 
ence was the danger to the party which many 
Democrats apprehend would ensue from the 
nomination of Mr. Flower as its candidate for 
Governor. A fierce assault on Mr. Flower’s 
candidacy was begun this morning and has 
been renewed with redoubled vigor since the 
conterence above referred to. Itis charged that 
he is not a representative of and has no sym- 
pathy with the anti-monopoly movement and 
would get no support from that party. His 
business as a Wall-street_broker, and his sup- 
posed affiliations with Jay Gould and men of 
like character, were commented on to his dis- 
advantage. As he showed more strength than 
any man yet named for the Governorship, and 
his nomination appeared more than probable, 
it was deemed necessary to take immediate 
and active steps to weaken his canvass. 
These and other considerations finallv prevailed 
upon Mr. Manning and his confrérs to drop 
the lesser candidates, and turn over their fol- 
lowing to Gen. Slocum, who stood next high- 
est on the list, and who is thought to be least 
objectionable to Democratic voters. The re- 
sult will be the addition of 80 or more dele- 
gates to the Slocum colunin from the eastern 
half of the State, and his friends are now confi- 
dent that they will be able to nominate him on 
the first formal ballot. They claim that he will 
get the whole of the Monroe County delegation, 
which has not hitherto been counted for him, 
and it is claimed that the Slocum men will 
return the favor by supporting George Raines, 
ot Rochester, whois one of the many candi- 
dates for Lieutenant-Governor. Onan infor- 
mal ballot it is thought that Mr. Flower may 
get 100 votes or more; Mr. Cleveland 60, and 
Messrs. Hutchins, H. A. Nelson, Erastur Cor- 
ning, and verhaps one or two others from 10 
to 20 votes each. But, unless the slate is 
broken, and the programme agreed upon at 
tbe conference this afternoon is upset by some 
unforeseen accident, the Slocum men claim that 
be will get the nomination on the first or sec- 
ond ballot.

COUNTY DEMOCRACY DELEGATES. 
[HEIR TRIP TO SYRACUSE AND THEIR CAN- 
DIDATE—EX-MAYOR COOPER’S POSITION. 


Syracuse, Sept. 20.—‘‘ First, and above 
sl] things, harmony,” was the refrain which 
most frequently saluted the ear of the passen- 
ger by the train which pulled out of the Grand 
Central Depot at 9:30 this morning freighted 
with the delegates of the New-York County 
Democracy, a German band, and a few 
newspaper correspondents. There was 
some little difference among the delegates 
and the “representatives,” as the ‘‘heelers” 
were delicately styled, as to the kind of har- 
mony they wanted. Some of the statesmen 
defined harmony to mean regularity, and the 
consequent exclusion of Tammany Hall 
and the other organizations; but the 
majority, while they would not make 
the admission in so many words, seemed 
to regard it as a settled fact that the followers 
of Boss Kelly would be conceded at last some 
representation in the convention. A basis 
of reconciliation, which seemed to meet 
with much favor both from the County 
Democracy and the Tammanyites was fur- 
nished by a suggestion that their respective 
“side shows,” as the White-Purroy Democracy 
and Irving Hall were contemptuously desig- 
nated, be crushed. That basis, however, never 
extended much beyond the corridors of the 
hotels, where it was discussed by men whose 
wish fathered their thoughts. 

When the train bearing the County Democ- 
racy reached Albany, a rumor was circulated 
that the ‘ half-beeels” had captured the tem- 
porary organization of the Saratoga Conven- 
tion and that Cornell was almost certain to 
get the Republican nomination. A deep 
gioom immediately fell upon the Dem- 
ocratic statesmen. One of them, on 
being questioned as to the cause for his 


despondency, frankly admitted that if Cornell 
was nominated it would be all but impossible 


to effect his defeat. Up to this time there had 
been mingled with the cry for harmony a cry 
for Cooper, but the ex-Mayor’s name 
was not again mentioned until the train 
reached Utica. It was then 4 o’clock, and the 
newsboys, shrewdly selecting the piece of 
news that they knew would be of most interest 
to a train-load of politicians, ran along by 
the cars with the late editions of the evening 
papers announcing with such noise as they were 
able a Stalwart victory at Saratoga. When 
the papers were eagerly scanned and the news 
spread about that Senator Madden had been 
elected temporary Chairman,:the joy of the 
Democrats knew no bounds. The rubicund 
Supervisor of the City Record Alder- 
man Keenan, Coroners Knox and Herr- 
man, Alderman Strack, Jacob Scebacher, 
Alderman O'Neill, Daniel O’ Reilly, Assembly- 
man Gideon, Excise Commissioner Hart, and 
a number of other leaders of more or less prom- 
inence exchanged congratulations and loudly 
ieee that they would bring back to 

ew-York with them the next Governor of 
the State in the person of Edward Cooper. 

The band, which had been laboring man- 
tully to drown the noisy discussions of the 
representatives, was urged to renewed vigor 
by the leaders, a general feeling of hilarity 
took possession of the delegation, and 
the genial influence, helped by frequent liba- 
tions from black bottles, had not disappeared 
when the train rolled into Syracuse. The 
mild cry for Cooper had assumed the propor- 
tions of a first-class boom. All sorts of*argu- 
ments were adduced to show that Kelly was 
not unfriendly to Cooper. That Kelly 
should be admitted was no longer a ques- 
tion open to discussion. The delegates and the 
representatives” fairly howled for harmony. 
They would have it if they had to fight for it. 
One enthusiastic admirer of Mr. Cooper said 
the County Democracy would stay out 
of the convention altogether and allow 
Tammany the full representation, ro- 
vided the 72 votes from New-York 
would be cast solidly for the ex-Mavor. 
Wishing to get down to details, a TIMES re- 
porter asked who would present Mr. Cooper’s 
name to the convention, and inquired what 
strength he .would have among the country 
delegates. The rather surprising information 
was furnished, by way of reply, that Mr. 
Cooper was not a candidate at all in 
the sense that he desired to test his strength 
before the convention. His name would be 
mentioned in the event that he received assu- 
rance in advance of the support of a majority 
of the delegates. The Cooper boom, if it may be 
so classified, which secured its first accession of 
vigorous strength at Utica received something 
of a set-back when the train bearing the 
County Democracy reached Syracuse, <A 
slate had already been fixed, it was said, by 
Mr. Manning which contained the name 
of Gen. Henry W. Stocum for Gov- 
ernor. The basis of Gen. Slocum’s claim was 
the solidity of the Kings County delegation 
and its consequent commanding position in 
the convention. Mr. Cooper’s friends, nothing 
daunted, set to work quietly to make followers 
among the country delegates fer their man, 
They put no faith in the solidity of the Kings 
County delegation. On the contrary, with the 
restraining hand of Boss McLaughlin with- 
drawn, it was, they claimed, one of the most 
rickety delegations in Syracuse. 

A tour through the hotels before the meet- 
ing of the State Cummittee, embracing a visit 
to the head-quarters of the different delega- 
tions, threw very little light on the situation. 
It was apparent that Flower would have the 
greatest number of votes on the first 
ballot, but, notwithstanding that fact, there 
seemed to be a feeling among the delegates 
that he would not eventually receive the nom- 
ination. Before the meeting of the State Com- 
mittee the members of that body received and 
listened to a delegation from the Irving Hall De- 
mocracy. Mr. Burke Cochrane was the spokes- 
man of the delegation. He said the committee 
had taken the responsibility last year of affixing 
the stamp of regularity on one of the factions 
of the New-York City Democracy. The fac- 
tion, as it appeared by the last election, 
was in a minority. Mr. Cochrane ex- 
pressed an earnest hope that the committee 
would not fall into a similar’_ error 
this year. The Irving Hall Democrats wanted, 
he said, to join hands with all other Demo- 
crats and asked only such a representation as 
they were fairly entitled to on the floor of the 
convention.

THE STATK COMMITTEER’S WORK. 
DECIDING TO ADMIT THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY 
AS REGULAR—RUFUS PECKHAM FOR TEM- 
PORARY CHAIRMAN. 

Syracuse, Sept. 20.—The State Commit- 
tee had a long session at the Globe Hotel this 
evening, Mr. Manning iu the chair, and a full 
committee being present. The chief subject of 
discussion was what action should be taken 
with regard to the admission of Tammany 
Hall and the other outside delegations from 
New-York City. Mr. Jacobs urged the neces- 
sity of harmony as an indispensable condition of 
success in'the present position of the Democratic 
Party. He offered a resolution that the Chair- 


man be instructed to confer with the different 
delegations from New-York and try to secure 
an agreement among them to unite on a single 
delegation, The resolution was opposed by 
Mayor Cooper, Corporation Counsel Whitney, 
L. B. Faulkner, and Chairman Manning, and 
was lost by a vote of 24to8. It was finally 
decided to admit the County Democracy 
to seats in the convention as being the 
only delegation recognized as “‘ regular,’’ and 
to leave the further disposition of the matter 
to the convention. Itis believed that the re- 
sult will be the admission of Tammany and 
the other factions on the basis previously 
stated in these dispatches. This plan of settle- 
ment will undoubtedly meet the views of a 
majority of the convention. No other subject 
was discussed by the committee, and, after 
selecting Rufus Peckham, of Albany, for tem- 
porary Chairman of the convention, the com- 
mittee adjourned. 

Besides deciding on Mr. Peckham for tem- 
porary Chairmen, the State Committee se- 
lected D. S. Lamont, H. 8. Beattie, and James 
E. Morrison as temporary Secretaries of the 
convention, 

After the withdrawal of the Irving Hall 
delegation from before the committee Col. 
M. C. Murphy moved that their request 
for representation be granted. This was 
opposed by William C. Whitney, Lester B. 
Faulkner, and ex-Mayor Cooper, who con- 
tended that the State Committee could not 
reverse the action of last year’s convention, 
which had placed the stamp of —— on 
the County Democracy delegates. Mr. Cooper 
said the State Committee had no power to seat 
any except the regular delegates. If, however, 
the convetion, when organized, chose to accord 
the other organizations partial representa- 
tion, such action would be cheerfully 
agreed to by him and his associates. 
Col. Murphy’s motion was then negatived with- 
out a roli-call. Col. Murphy next moved that 
the leaders of each wing of the New- York Dem- 
ocracy be requested to appoint one member 
who, with the Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, should agree upon a basis of repre- 
sentation, but this was lost by a vote of 29 to 
4, and on motion of Mr. Whitney the whole 
subject was tabled.

THE VARIOUS SIDE-SHOW8s. 

Syracuse, Sept. 20.—The Committee of 
Fifteen appointed by the Anti-Monopoly con- 
vention met to-night and agreed to present 
to the convention an address similar 
to that laid before the Saratoga Convention. 
They will urge the nomination of can- 
didates known to be in _ the _ inter- 


ests of the people and free from the thralldom 
of corporations. 

The County Democracy delegates held a meet- 
ing to-night, at which an address was drawn 
up to be presented to the Committee on Cre- 
dentials and Contested Seats. It sets forth 
that it bas become apparent that there is, 
among the delegates to this convention, 
a desire to produce what is called harmony 
in tne City of New-York, by admitting 
some portion of the Tammany Hall delegation ; 
that they do not wish to make any factious 
contest, but claim that the convention should 
take no step backward until the work of uniting 
the Democratic Party, namely, bv honest pri-

A LONG STRUGGLE ENDED.

THE OLD SCALE SIGNED BY THE PITTSBURG 
IRON WORKERS AND MANUFACTURERS. 
PirTsBURG, Sept. 20.—Tne.last act in the 
long struggle between the iron workers and the 
manufacturers took plac#to-day, it being the sign- 
ing of the old scale by the manufacturers. The 
joint conference committee of both parties met 
soon after 10 o’clock. and, with the exception of an 
hour’s recess for dinner, were in continuous ses- 
sion until 5 o’clock In the eyening. When they ad- 


journed, aside from verbal agreements, there was 
nothing to show for the conference, except the 
following memorandum: 


* We, the representatives of the Amalgamated and 
Western Iron Associations, respectively, agree to the 
starting of all mills in the first, second, and sixth 
Amalgamated districts, upon the exact schedule of 
Wages paid in those distriets during the year ending 
June 1, 1882. We further agree to refer back to the 
second district fa® adjustment all questions of boil- 
ing, nail plate heating, nail plate rolling, the scale of 
weights and lengths, and repairsto nail machines;

also, that the column of prices on page 11 of the scale 
ending June 1, 1882, pertaining to knobbling, ‘pig 
metal,’ be stricken out and nothing inserted instead.” 

The above was signed by representatives of the 
Amalgamated Association and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers’ Association. One of 
the verbal agreements was that since the Wheeling 
scale for making nails rules in this city and the 
West, the question of weights and lengths and the 
paying for repairs on oat machines by the firms 
will have to remain ir abeyance in those places 
until settled in Wheeling, when it will be accepted 
in other districts. There was astrong impression 
among manufacturers this morning that their com- 
mittee would either not sign the scale or that they 
would seoure, by signing it, some modifications in 
the powers of the mill committee and a guarantee 
from the Amalgamated Association that they 
would prevent further trouble from the nailers in 
the Wheeling district. Nothing was conceded in 
either case. In the words of Secretary Martin, 
‘The strike is now ended, and we sincerely hope 
that all parties directly interested will now bury 
the hatchet, and go to work witha view to avoid- 
ing any recurrence of a similar contest.”

EGYPT STILL DISTURBED 


RIOTS AND OUTRAGES IN CAIRO 
AND THE INTERIOR. 
ABDELLAL PASHA SHOT BY HIS SOLDIERS— 
EUROPEAN HOUSES IN TANTA LOOTED— 
GEN. WOLSELEY CONGRATULATES HIS 

TROOPS. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 20.—The departure 
of the Khédive for Cairo has been postponed 
until Monday. A squadron of the Bengal 
Lancers has arrived here to escort him to 
Cairo. Ibrahim Tewfik Pasha, who returned 
to Damanhour, having been appointed Gover- 
nor of that place by the Khédive, has been ill- 
treated there. Reports of outrages and dis- 
turbances continue to arrive from the interior. 
All the European houses and factories in Tanta 
have been looted; also a few houses in Benha 
and Birket-es-Saba. The Sussex Regiment, 


which was sent from here yesterday by train, 
has occupied Damanhour. 

The reports of the outbreak there are fully 
confirmed. Three Copts have been murdered 
by the rioters, The murderers have been ar- 
rested. 

It was originally intended, on the arrest of 
Mahmoud Fehmy, that none of the prisoners 
should be executed witbout the consent of 
ew but this decision was afterward aban- 

oned, 

It has since been arranged that British offi- 
cers of high rank shall sit on the court-martial 
at Cairo. It is not intended that the gend- 
armerie proposed to be organized in Egypt 
shall be officered entirely by an poem, as it 
would thereby become an English corps. 

Letters received at the Palace state that two 
nights ago a procession paraded through the 
streets of Cairo, those in line shouting ‘*‘Allab, 
protect Arabi Pasha,” ‘Allah, destroy that 
Christian, Meherred ‘ewfik.”’ 

The Khédive has issued a decree appointin: 
a special commission to inquire into, an 
prosecute the authors of, the outrages com- 
mitted here in June last. The commission is 
composed of four Europeans and three natives, 
and is under the Presidency of a native. The 
foreign consulates will be represented at the 
sittings of the commission. These representa- 
tives may make communications, but will have 
no vote. 

The Khédive has also issued a decree ap- 
pointing a similar commission to sit at Tanta, 
to investigate into the crimes committed in 
other parts of Egypt during the rebellion. 

The report telegraphed trom Cairo that Ab- 
dellal Pasha had been shot by his own sol- 
diers is unconfirmed. A train of immense length 
arrived here to-day from Cairo bringing sev- 
eral thousand natives whom, it is alleged, 
Arabi Pasha had forced to leave their homes. 

Catro, Sept. 20,—Abdellal Pasha, the com- 
mander of Damietta, has been shot by his own 
soldiers. Abdellal summoned his black regi- 
ment and said he expected them to fight till 
the last. He declared that Arabi had turned 
traitor and fled, but that Kafr-el-Dwar was 
making a heroic resistance. The soldiers asked 
why they should risk their lives for Arabi and 
Abdellai. The latter replied that they were 
not fighting for him, but for their religion, 
their country, and the Caliph. They should 
be ready, he said, to die, as he was. The sol- 
diers replied: ‘‘Then die;’? and shot him 
through the stomach. 

The following general order has been issued, 
to be read at the head of every British regi- 
ment on three successive parades: 

‘The General commanding-in-chief congratu- 
lates the Army upon its brilliant success, crowned 
by the captureof Arabi Pasha and the surrender 
of Cairo. The General commanding-in-cbief feels 
proud to place upon record the fact that the bril- 
liant achievements of the campaign are to be at- 
tributed to the high courage and noble devotion of 
all ranks. Called upon to show discipline under 
exceptional privations, to give proof of fortitude 
in extreme toil, and toshow contempt for danger 
in battle, officers and men have responded with 
zeal and alacrity, adding another chapter to the 
long roll of British victories.”’ 

The review of the British troops on the ar- 
rival of the Khédive will be an imposing spec- 
tacle. It is expected that about 10,000 men 
will be in line. ‘ 

The Swiss, Ninet, who is a prisoner, denies 
that he aided Arabi in constructing defenses. 
He maintains that he confined himself to the 
ambulance department, and says he wished to 
serve only under the Geneva Cross. 

The people here are preparing for an illumi- 
nation in honor of the Khédive’s return. There 
is not a single sign of disaffection. The city is 
fast filling up with returning refugees. 
Only one regiment, said to be cavalry, which 
is in Upper Egypt, remains faithful to 
Arabi Pasha, Arabi Pasha shares his prison 
with Mahmoud Fehmy, who was his chief en- 
gineer and military adviser. Arabi is suffer- 
ing from fever and diarrhea. Crowds sur- 
round the prison, but no one is permitted to 
see him. 

Under the direction of Sultan Pasha a series 
of wholesalearrests of the supporters of the Na- 
tional Party is proceeding. AJl who signed the 
proclamation authorizing Arabi Pasha to con- 
tinue the war are being imprisoned. The ar- 
rests are being conducted entirely by the Khé- 
dive’s Government. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The Times, in its leading 
article, says: ‘there can be no possible 
question that, whatever may be the ultimate 
solution of the political problem, the Khédive 
must for a considerable time lean upon the 
force which has destroyed the rebellion. Large 
numbers of our troops will, no doubt, return 
home, but there must remain sufficient to 
overawe disaffection. We may go further 
and say that the organization of a permanent 
force tor the maintenance of order must pro- 
ceed under English direction.”’ 

Port Saip, Sept. 20.—A summons to sur- 
render was to-day addressed to the com- 
mander of Fort Ghemileh. An expedition 
will be sent by land against Gheimileh if the 
garrison refuse to surrender, and her Majesty’s 
steamers Agincourt and Northumberland, 
which are lying broadside to Fort Ghemileh, 
will bombard the fort in the same event. 
Refugees from Cairo are ro bere daily 
for their homes there. Admiral Seymour has 
gone to Alexandria. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 20.—The tone of the 
Turkish press has complet>‘y changed during 
the week in favor of Engluad. The Vakit has 
a violent article to-day condemning Arabi 
Pasha. 

Lonpon, Sept. 21.—The Daily Telegraph 
has the following dispatch from Cairo: 
‘* Arabi Pasha asserts that all his acts were 
done at the instigation of the Khédive and the 
Sultan, and that he was unable to restrain the 
Egyptian army from fighting. His war office 
has been searched and important documents 
have been found. Thirty fanatical Sheikhs 
have been placed in custody in the citadel.”’

THE CZAR’S COURT AT MOSCOW. 
A SAFE ARRIVAL—MANIFESTATIONS OF LOY- 
ALTY. 


Moscow, Sept. 20.—The Czar and Czari- 
na arrived here safely to-day. Immense 
crowds lined the streets through which they 
passed from the railroad depot to the Kremlin 
Palace, and they were received with the ut- 
most enthusiasm. The Emperor and Em- 
press proceeded from the railroad sta- 


tion direct to the Chapel of the Georgian 
Virgin. They were deeply impressed by the 
manifestations of loyalty on the part 
of the people. From the chapel they 
went to the palace in the Kremlin, where 
the burgomaster a an address 
of homage. ‘The Emperor and Empress 
then visited the cathedra,l on the way 
to which they were immensely cheered. They 
then drove to the Petrowsky Palace. The 
crowd in the Kremlin was so dense that the 
horses attached to the imperial carriage could 
only proceed at awalk. The Prince of Monte- 
negro accompanies the Czar. 

The imperial Court has been established in 
the Kremlin. An order has been promulgated 
stating that in consequence of the arrival of 
the Emperor and Empress at Moscow, and of 
the imperial procession to be made to the 
cathedral, the following persons are requested 
to attend at the Kremlin this afternoon: The 
principal Army and Navy officers, all persons 
entitled to present themselves at Court, the no- 
bility, the municipal authorities of Moscow 
and other cities, the principal members of the 
Rassian and foreign mercantile community, 
and the trade guilds, 

The order for stringent Police control in St. 
Petersburg and Moscow has been prolonged 
one year.

STAR ROUTERS ON TRIAL. 


ERO ES! 
M’DEVITT AND THREE OTHER CONTRACTORS 
CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY—WILEY 
TURNS STATE’S EVIDENCE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—The trial of 
Thomas A. McDevitt, Benjamin B. Wiley, 
Chrisiian Price, and H. Le Grand Ensign, 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment in the star route mail centracts, be- 
gan in the United States District Court this 
morning. Wiley was placed on the stand by 
the Government as a witness, and swore that 


McDevitt, with whom he was friendly, induced 
him to make proposals for routes, the agree- 
ment being that McDevitt was to perform the 
work and Wiley was to receive a monthly pay- 
ment for the use of his name. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—District Attorney 
Valentine offered in evidence two letters re- 
ceived by Wiley from McDevitt, in which the 
former, among other things, assured the latter 
that he had done nothiag which could criminate 
him, and which dwelt on the method of per- 
forming the mail route business. A couple of 
letters were also offered in evidence and iden- 
tified by the witness, that had been received 
by bim from Thomas J. Brady, Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General, in which the latter 
officially declared Wiley a failing contractor. 

Judge Butler asked Mr. Valentine to write 
out aconcise statement of the conspirac 
charged against the defendants and to give it 
to him in the morning. He said he did not 
fully understand from the opening what the 
case was. Mr. Valentine answered that the 
conspiracy existed in making the proposals, 
which were followed by the issue of worthless 
bonds, the principal in the contract at the 
time being worthless. 

Henrietta Wiley, wife of the contractor, 
corroborated Wiley’s testimony. John H. 
Olcott, a clerk in the Pacific section of the 
Post Office Department, testified to the execu- 
tion of the accompanying proposals, 

Inspector Barrett was called, and before he 
had finished relating unimportant statements 
made to him by the prisoners, the court ad- 
journed until to-morrow morning.

MR. VANDERBILT AND MR. WORE.

THEIR ESTIMATES OF ONE ANOTHER—EARLY 
ROSE AND ALDINE SPEEDED. 
Information that William H. Vanderbilt 
was to speed his crack team, Early Rose and 
Aldine, attracted a large crowd yesterday to the 
course of the Gentlemen’s Driving Association. 
Mr. Vanderbilt was on hand early. He was evi- 
dently in his sweetest mood, and scattered his 
smiles and pretty salutations broadcast. The only 
drawback to the thorough happiness of the million- 
aire horseman was the presence of his im- 
Placable foe, Mr. Frank Work. Mr. Work 


sat sweetly poised in his new road wagon be- 
hind Edward and Dick Swivelier. And Mr. Work’s 
friends were numerous, but not more numerous or 
more emphatic in their words than the Vanderbilt 
following. The lines were drawn tightly between 
the two rich men's adherents, and some of the ejac- 
ulations which bubbled forth were ow akin to 
something else than pulpit talk. Mr. Vanderbilt 

didn’t hesitate to admit that Early Rose and Aldine 

were unquestionably the fastest team in all the 

earth, and when the Work people smiled incredu- 

lous smiles and uttered harsh, cruel words, Mr. 

Vanderbilt was content to say: ‘“ Well, I’m here 

to show you what I can do, and here goes !”” 

Away the railroad prince sped behind his flyers, 
and not once did he draw the reins until his wagon 
had wheeled a mile around the track. Work fol- 
lowed close behind, and the course was alive with 
teams of rich New-Yorkers who love horse flesh 
and have their money invested in it, Shepherd 
Knapp was there, and Charles A. Hart, of Hart- 
ford, and Col. Lawrence Kip, and Newbold Morris, 
Mr. Turnbull, George B. Alley, John Turner, John 
W. Shaw, George Cook, T. C. Eastman, John 
Steward, and a score of others equally well 
known on the road. Mr. Vanderbilt 
wrapped the reins about his soft hands and 
held the heads of his pets well-up as they 
dashed away. Once or twice he looked behind 
him to notice the positions of other wagons, and 
at the half-mile mark and the three-quarter pole 
gallantly waved acknowledgement of applause. 
The ride seemed mightily to invigorate him, and at 
the close of his mile he leaped lightly to the turf 
ready to compare watches with the crowd that 
quickly gathered ahout him. The record as he had 
it was 2:22 for the mile, and he was dis d to 
pace it lower, though a score or more of his friends 
oudly protested that the right time was a half 
second less. 

Mr. Work attempted nothing special yesterday. 
He sent his team once around the track. and went 
over the quarter stretch, according to his friends’ 
watches, in 34 seconds. Vanderbilt says he beat 
this with Early Rose and Aldine by 2 seconds. Mr. 
Work says Venderbilt did no such thing, and can’t 
do it. r. Vanderbilt says he proposes to cover 
the mile in 2:16 by his own driving before the sea- 
son is over, and with a jockey at the reins he ex- 
pects to register below 2:14. Mr. Work smiles at 
this ogee pes and says Mr. Vanderbilt thus gives 
all the evidence that is necessary to prove him- 
self an incurable ass. Mr. Vanderbilt retorts 
that Mr. Work is “the biggest blowhard 
alive,” adding, “ Frank ork has got 
mouth enough.fora dozen false-tooth factories.” 
Mr. Vanderbilt says Mr. Work don’t dare race Ed- 
ward and Dick Swiveller against Aldine and Early 
Rose. He would be beaten so badly that Delmon- 
ico couldn’t revive him. Mr. Work remarks that 
Mr. Vanderbilt is mistaken, and that under any- 
thing akin to fair conditions he will gladly show 
the world that there is very much more brag and 
bluster than bottom to the old Commodore’s son. 
Mr. Vanderbilt insists that it has been one of his 
favorite pastimes to ride by Mr. Work on the 
Fleetwood Course with Lysander, William H., and 
three or four others of his fast horses.

Mr. Vanderbilt says he would have made better 
time than he did yesterday but for the annoyance 
a new sboulder-atrap gave Aldine. He could have 
made 2:18, he says, quite as easily as he made 2:22. 
Mr. Work replies that Mr. Vanderbilt pushed his 
team for allit was worth, but generously admits 
that the exhibiton was a very pretty one. . 

Mr. T. C. Eastman said last night that Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s 2:22 was the best time ever made under 
similar conditions by a “gentleman driver.” 
Professional drivers sent Mr. Work’s team over 
the Fleetwood track in 2:1634.

PANIC IN A PUBLIC SCHOOL. 
THE ‘‘ FIRE DRILL’’ CAUSES ALARM AMONG 
NEW PUPILS—A DISASTER AVERTED. 

The horrors of 1851, when a number of chil- 
fren were killed and injured in a school in Green- 
Wich-avenue during a panic caused by a fire-alarm 
being given by mistake, came near being re-enacted 
yesterday afternoon at Grammar School Ne. 41, at 
Nos. 86 to 40 Greenwich-avenue, which is built on 
the site of the building where the fatal panic of 1851 
pecurred. In the present instance a panic was cre- 
ited by children not trained to the “fire drill.” 
When it was rung they became alarmed, " Fire !”” 


was cried, and selfish consideration prevailed, but 
ufter a quarter of an hour of intense exeitement, 
ihe teachers, janitor, firemen, and Police had be- 
haved with such rare intelligence and energy that 
the panic was stayed and nearly ali the children 
reached theavenue unharmed. Grammar School 
No. 41 is attended only by girls. At the time of 
the panic yesterday 610 were in the 1: class-room3 
of the primary school on the first floor, under Miss 
Susanna Whitney, and 669 were in the 19 class- 
rooms of the grammar school on the second and 
third floors, under Miss Lizzie Cavannali. There 
was a female teacher in each of the class-rooms. 
When the school reopened on the 4th inst., an 
order was received from City Superintendent John 
Jasper to perfect the scholars in the fire drill. 
Each scholar has a numbered peg on which to hang 
her clothes, and the fire drill consisted in sounding 
an alarm, when the scholars are required to get their 
clothes and collect their books and return to their 
seats. Meanwhile preparations were made for the 
teachers to be on the landings of the seven stair- 
cases, four of which are fire-proof, which lead to 
the four exits on Greenwich-avenue. At a signal 
the children were to rise and go out calmly. Going 
down the stairs one only was permitted to be on 
pach side of the staircase, where there is a hand- 
rail, and the exit to the avenue was required to be 
jn an orderly manner. Formerly the fire drill alarm 
was sounded on the tinkling class bells from bell- 
nand!es in the assembly room of the primary and 
zrammar departments. This necessitated the 
pulling of as many handles as there were class- 
rooms. In order to secure an almost simul- 
taneous alarm three large fire-zgongs were, during 
the recent recess, placed on the first, second, and 
third floors, so that the whole school could be no- 
tified by pulling at three handles. It does not ap- 
pear that the scholars knew of the new arrange- 
ment yesterday. Some of them had heard of the 
gongs, but they had not heard them strike, and 
they did not receive instructions about them that 
common prudence might have dictated. It was 
agreed between Miss Whitney and Miss Cavannah 
that a fire drill should be had yesterday afternoon. 
They believed that the 140 new and untrained 
scholars in the primary school and 90 new girls in 
she grammar sehool would follow the example of 
the trained scholars. 

At 2:40 o’clock Miss Cavannmah had the alarm 
struck on the second and third floors. Six strokes 
weres ounded on each gong. The deep, loud noise, 
resembling the ciang of a fire engine gong, startled 
even the trained scholars, and as they whispered 
to each other “fire drill” in going for their clothes 
the untrained scholars misunderstood them, and 
dDelieved that the school was on fire, and that the 
noise of the gongs was the bells of the engines 
summoned tothe school. There was a panic im- 
mediately, and 50 affrighted girls ran screaming and 
bareheaded from the grammar school to the street 
before the teachers could spring to the door-ways, 
bar exit, and command ‘order. The screaming and 
confusion overhead alarmed the scholars and teach- 
ers inthe primary school, but the doors were guarded 
before more than 25 or 30 children escaped. For 
several minutes the teachers had hard work to 
keep back the imprisoned children. The trained 
scholars were as alarmed as the new ones, and 
some of them wept and implored as piteously as 
they, despite the assurances of their teachers, who 
all behaved bravely except in one instance, that of 
a Dew instructress, who for a time did not under- 
stand the situation. 

When the children who were uncontrollable, 
and who escaped, reached the street terror-stricken 
Officer John Watson, of the Ninth Precinct, and 
William H. Padney, the janitor of the school, did 
precisely what they should have done. Watson 
sent a messenger to the Charles-street station- 
house for the reserves, and 11 patrolmen ran to the 
school. Pudney dispatched a messenger to the 
heed-quarters of the Fifth Battalion of the Fire 
Department to give an alarm. Acting Chief John 
Castles had Engine No. 18 hitched up, but he or- 
dered it to be held in quarters, while he and Pri- 
vate Farley rushed to the schoo). Assistant Fore- 
man Edward Tully, of Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 5, did the same as Chief Castles in his quarters 
in Charles-street, and went with Capt. Hedden's 
reserves. The Police and firemen found new 
vause for a_ panic. The children who 
had reached the street had, in many in- 
stances, run home and alarmed neighbors 
whose children were at the school, and 
those who remained on the avenue told passers- 
by that the school was on fire and that children 
were burning up. The consequence was that 
frantic women and exelted men stormed the doors 
of the class-rooms, and would have overpowered 
the teachers had not the Police come promptly. 
All intruders were ejected, and when thé Police 
aod firemen entered the class-rooms, the scholars 
were sitting in their places, obedient to discipline, 
but a little scared atthetumult in the avenue and 
in the halls and stairways of the school. The 
wished-for signal to dismiss was given, and the 
children filed out into the avenue in the presence 
ef an immense crowd. 
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THE STRIKING PIANO-MAK ERS. 


Anotner meeting was held yesterday in 
Fernando's Hall by the strikers from Steinway & 
Son's piano manufactory to hear Mr. Charles Stein- 
Wway’s answer to their delegation of thejday before. 
Mr. Steinway’s answer was read in German and 


translated into English. Its substance was as fol- 
lows: That the firm acknowledged the receipt of 
the strikers’ communication, but were unable to re- 
turn a definite answer until William and Theodore 
Steinway. the senior members of the firm, who are 
now in Europe, could beheard from. One speaker 
said that this was not a fight between labor and 
capital, between the men and the firm, neither 
was it a strike for higher wages. It was simply a 
fight between the men and the superintendent, 
Mr. Sommer, and they were contending 
for their rights. It was not simply the 
affair of the members of the union, but 
all the employes were equally interested 
in the result. He concluded by moving that the 
strikers put all the men still at work in the store 
on the black list, and deal with them after the 
strike according to their rules. The motion was 
carried, and it was also resolved that the men 
should refuse to return to the factory until the 
men at work in the store should’ be discharged. 
Astor the store men who had joined the strike, it 
was decided to support them, if necessary, by con- 
tributions, as inthe case of union men. The fol- 
lowing answer was then returned to Mr. Steinway: 

**We, the employes of both your factories, acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your answer of the 20th, and take 
the liberty to notify you that we, after due considera- 
tion, have resolved to maintain our present position 


antil you feel disposed to forward a more favorable 
answer to our Various demands.” 


The demands at present are that Mr. Sommer be 
flischarged, that the men at work in the store be 
discherged, and that the men sball not be con- 
sidered responsible for work which has left their 
hands and been approved by their foreman.

MATTERS OF EDUCATIONAL INTEREST. 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday City Superintendent Jasper submitted 
his annual report, stating that ‘*for the month end- 


ing June 30 there were on the school registers 123,- 


852 pupils, with an average daily attendance of 


113,187, an increase of 2,264 in enrollment and 5,721 
in attendance, when compared with the corre- 
sponding month last year. The average at- 
tendance in 1882 for the last two weeks in 
June was 109,067, and in 1881 it was 102.398. The 
attendance on opening day this year was 116,579, 
and on that occasion in 1881, 112,688. The Com- 
mittee on Normal College recommended that the 
annual salary of President Thomas Hunter, of that 


ecllege, be raised from $6,000 to $7,500, on account 
of nis increased work. The consideration of the 
report was postponed. On the recommendation of 
the same committee Miss Carrie G. Roberts; a 
graduate of the Normal College, and now a 
teacher in the training department, was appointed

The list of estimates of the Financial 
Committee of the board, commonly known as the 
* budget,” for the department's expenses for the 
ensuing year, including salaries and the general 
expenses of the school, is $3,993,150.

TWENTY YEARS IN STATE PRISON. 
An aggravated case of robbery was disposed 
of by Judge Cowing in the General Sessions Court 
yesterday. The prisoner was Eaward Hart, who 
described himself as a packing-box maker, living 
in Monroe-street. On Aug. 10 Mary Ann Lane,a 
domestic. left Sea Cliff, Long Island, after receiv- 
ing her wages, and eame to this City in company 
with two other domestics named Lizzie West and 
Alice Gill. All three went to the room of Lizzie 
West, at No. 32 Elizabeth-street. where they were 
met by Hart and another man. Beer was indulged 
{n to some extent, and the woman Lane, becoming 
il, went into the yard to procure a drink of water. 
She was followed by Hart, who struck her re- 

eatedly, knocked her down, and. thrusting his 
coed into her bosem, robbed her of her savings, 
which amounted to $105. He was arrested by 
Officer Kelly, of the Sixth Precinct, and the women 
West and Gill were also arrested as accessories. 
On the trial yesterday Hart was convicted of rub- 
bery, but the female prisoners were discharged by 
the court, the evidence being insufficient to war- 
rant their conviction. Hart, having already served 
two terms in prison for larceny, was sentenced by 
Judge Cowing to the extreme penalty for robbery 
»-20 years in State prison.

THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 

The first of the four parties which the com- 
mission appointed by the United States Govern- 
ment has selected to observe the forthcoming 
transit of Venus from the Southern hemisphere 
sailed for Liverpool yesterday in the steam-ship 
Parthia, of the Cunard Line. This party consists 
of Prof. Simon Newcomb, the head of the Nauti- 
cal Almanac office, at Washington; Lieut. T. R. 
Casey, of the Army Engineer Corps; Ensign J. H. 
L. Holcombe, of the United States Navy, and 
Prof, Juilus Ulke, a photographer, who has been 
in the employ of the Smithsonian Institution fora 
number of years. These gentlemen will observe 
the transit from the neighborhood of Cape Town. 
The three other parties will witness the planet's 
projection on the sun's surface from Santa Cruz, 
Patagonia: Valparaiso, Chili, and New-Zealand, 
respectively. The Cape Town party will merely 
see the ingress of the planet on the disk of the sun, 
while the New-Zealand party will cbserve the 
egress. The two South American parties, how- 
ever, are tw observe the entire transit. Owing to 
the danger of cloudy weather in tho Northern 
States, from which the transit will also be observa- 
able, the commission will send four parties to dif- 
ferent points of the South and one to New- Mexico. 
As 122 years will elapse before the next transit of 
Venus occurs, great pains will be taken to make 
the observations on the tth of next December as 
complete as possible. Prof. Ulke will take with 
him a photo-heliograph, by which instantaneous 
photographs can be taken at regular intervals dur- 
ing the progress of the planet Venus across the 
sun’s face. Prof. Newcomband his party will take 
a Royal Mai! steamer at Southampton on Oct. 5, 
and will reach Cape Town about Noy. 1. A _ posi- 
tion somewhere in the neighborhood of the Cape 
Town Observatory will be selected, and the party 
will get their instruments in order, set them up, 
and practice with them. A number of persons 
interested in scientific research went down to the 
steam-ship to see the party off. Prof. Newcomb 
and his assistants had their instruments sent on 
board the Parthia and carefully stowed away on 
Tuesday.

POISONED BY STRYCHNINE. 


SALLIE sTORY CHARGED WITH KILLING 
MRS. ELIZABETH FEEST. 

Mrs, Sallie Story was arrested yesterday at 
Little Falls and lodged in the county jail at Pater- 
son, N. J., ona charge of having deliberately poi- 
soned Mrs. Elizabeth Feest, of the former place, 
on Friday last. Mrs. Story is an eccentric little 
woman, who for years has driven a donkey wagon 
laden with milk, butter, and eggs, about the 
streets of Paterson. She has asharp tongue, but was 
generally regarded simply as atrifie odd and funny. 
She was a neighbor of Mrs. Feest at Little Falls, 


who lived in a house from which Mrs. Story had 
been ejected some time ago for non-payment of 
rent, it is said. Last Friday Mra. Feest was ill, com- 
plaining of chills, and Mrs. Story gave her a powder 
to cure the chills, as she said, butin afe minutes 
Mrs. Feest was taken with convulsions . 1d died 
immediately. Coronor Newcombe decided to 
hold an inquest, which was begun at Riker’s 
Hotel, at Little Falls, on ‘Tuesday night. 
Joseph Feest, the husband of the dead woman, 
testified that on Friday morning last his wife took 
asmall portion of a powder which she said Mrs. 
Story had given her, and she died within 10 min- 
utes after. He produced the remainder of the pow- 
der. He said his wife and Mrs. Story were not at 
ellintimate. His daughter Mary, aged 11, corrob- 
orated her father’s story. Mrs. Sallie Story was 
next allowed to testify in her own behalf. She said 
she was sure she had had no stryehnine in her 
house for four or five years. She gave Mrs. Feest 
a quinine powder. In her judgment Mrs. Feest 
died from being overworked and half-starved. 

Dr. Keeler testified that when he was called to 
see the deceased woman he supposed she had died 
of malarial convulsions, and gave a certificate ac- 
cordingly; afterward he heard of some of the 
neighbors’ stories, and on testing the powder left 
in the house feund it was strychnine; an autopsy 
of the body showed that death unmistakably re- 
sulted from strychnine. He gave a kitten four 
drachms of the fluid contents removed from the 
stomach, and it died in a few minutes with all the 
symptoms of strychnine poisoning; another kitten 
died from two drachms of the fluid contents. The 
inquest was then adjourned until to-morrow night. 
Mrs, Feest’s body will be exhumed and examined,

CEREMONIES AT THE LAYING OF THE COR- 
NER-STONE YESTERDAY. 


The corner-stone of the new Seney Metho- 
dist Episcopal Hospital was laid with appropriate 
ceremonies yesterday afternoon at Seventh-street 
and Seventh-avenue, Brooklyn. The hospital is 
the gift of George I. Seney, who also gave the lots 
on which it isto be erected. The Rev. Dr. J. M. 
Buckley presided over the exercises. On the plat- 
form sat Mayor Low, the Rev. T. A. Nel- 
son, ex-Commissioner of City Works John 
French, Dr. H. E. Firth, the Rey. J. S. 


Chadwick, the Rev. Dr. Richard 8. Storrs, the 
Rev. Job Bass, Drs. A. E. M. Purdy, C. R. Agnew, 
and many other clergymen and physicians of 
Brooklyn, Dr. Buckley, in calling the audience to- 
gether, spoke afew words concerning the origin 
of the hospital. He said it was owing to an edi- 
torial pallieed in the Christian Advocate, the sub- 
stance of which was that Methodists should be 
more charitable, and should build hospitals 
and asylums of their own. During the 
next month after the publication of the 
editorial, he said, a letter was received from 
George [. Seney, donating 16 lots valued at $40,000 
for the site of the hospital, and also making a cash 
gift of $100,000, A few days afterward this sum 
was doubled. The hospital, Dr. Buckley said, 
would be open to all—Christian or infidel, rich or 
poor, An address was then delivered by the Rev. 
L. S. Pilcher, of the Building Committee, who 
spoke of the evils of hospitals. These, he said, 
have been traced to five sources: Over-crowding, 
defective ventilation, defective sewerage, unclean- 
liness, and failure to destroy the special poisons 
produced in the bodies of the sick. These evils be 
thought would be entirely overcome in the new 
hospital. Each building would be isolated. and 
each bed in each room isolated. No ward would 
contain more than 24 beds, and each would enjoy 
at least 1,800 cubic feet of air-space. ‘The systems 
of fresh air supply and foul air removal for each 
ward were to be independent of any other ward. 
The well were aiso to be entirely isolated from the 
sick. The hospital when completed, he said, will 
afford accommodation for over 200 beds, Mayor Low 
congratulated Brooklyn upon owning buch a citi- 
zen as George I. Seney. Other addresses were 
delivered by Dr. O. H. Tiffany and Dr. Cc. R. Ag- 
new. After an invocation by the Rev. Dr. R. S. 
Storrs, the corner-stone was swung into place and 
was set by Mr. John French. The audience then 
rose and sang the doxology,. and the Rev. Dr. Keed, 
of this City, pronounced the benediction. Under 
the stone were placed copies of Methodist and 
the New-York and Brooklyn papers, also a memoir 
of the Rey. Robert Seney, the father of George IL. 
Seney.

WORK ON THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 
President Henry C. Murphy, of the Trus- 
tees of the New-York and Brooklyn bridge, made 
a report to Mayor Low yesterday as to the prog- 
ress of the work on the bridge during the past 
week. He says 399 posts have been erected and 
296 have been hoisted to the roadway [or erection; 
91 sections have been madeready for erection. 
and 2 promenade diagonals, 22 bridging 
trusses, 10 bent suspender belts, 8 over-floor 
stays, and 5 under-floor stays have been put in 
piace. The bottom eords in the towers have also 
yeen wedged and secured, and a portion of the 
final adjustment of the trusses has been com- 
pleted.

AN OPPRESSIVE DAY IN THE CITY—A THUN- 


DER-STORM IN THE EVENING, 
Yesterday was another trying day for New- 
Yorkers. The weather continued to grow warmer 
after midnight, and the sun rose upon a heavy at- 
mosphere. People rose from their beds with a 


feeling of weariness and with very little inclina- 
tion for hard work. Those upon whose hands time 
hung heavily went to Coney Island, Rockaway, 
and other watering-places. In the City the soda 
water and lemonade stands, whose proprietors were 
about to close their business fur the season, did a 
thriving trade, and many people whose business 
called them out of doors rode instead of walked 
whenever they could do so, The thermometer, 
which at 7 oclock in the morning registered 
79° at the Signal Service station on the top 
of the Equitable Building, rose to 82° by 11, 
and the wind, which early in the morning was 
blowing from the south, veered round to the 
south-west. By 3 o'clock in the afternoon the mer- 
cury had risen to 86° and the wind had circled round 
to the north and was then veering toward the east. 
At 7 in the evening the mercury had fallen 6° and 
the wind was then blowing from the east, bringing 
an atmosphere charged with moisture. Two hours 
and a half later a thunder-shower passed over the 
City, sending down a torrent of rain which eontin- 
ued, with few interruptions, for two hours. 
Should the wind continue from the east 
the probabilities are that more showers may 
be expected to-day. During the day yesterday it 
rained heavily in several places in the country—in 
the Eastern, Western, and South-western States, 
At New-Haven the maximum temperature was 85°, 
with a rain-fall of .24 inch. in Boston the 
mercury stood at 87°, in Buffalo at 63°, and there 
was a slight sprinkling of rain. In Cairo, Ill., with 
the thermometer at 77°, there was a heavy rain-fall 
of 2.18 inches. In Denison, Texas, the rain-fall was 
1.13 inches. At Fort Smith, Arkansas, the rain-fall 
was .70 inch, and at Indianapolis, Ind.; Cin- 
cinnati, and Provincetown there were slight rain- 
showers.
